RIGHTS OF SERVICE INVENTORS. 


The rights of Service inventors were discussed in our 
columns some time ago in connection with G.O. 96, 1919, 
which stipulates that while there can be no remunera- 
tion for the use of a Service man’s invention by the 
Government there is no obstruction to gains he may 
make by the use of his invention commercially. An- 
other Service inventor writes that this provision of G.O. 
96 is of little actual benefit and cites his own experi- 
ence. He brought his patent to the attention of a com- 
mercial company, which thought well of it and was 
ready to enter into an arrangement for the purchase of 
his rights. A letter from the company further said, how- 
ever: 

“We are very uncertain as to the limitations which 
have been placed upon you by the nature of your as- 
signment. The assignment, as it appears upon your 
patents which have been issued, is easily construed to 
mean that you have donated your inventions to the pub- 
lic, and have no rights remaining therein. Unless the 
Government can establish by a court ruling the limita- 
tions and rights vested in you, we do not feel justified in 
negotiating the purchase. Your rights might be deter- 
mined by a friendly suit in order to secure a court de- 
cision as to the meaning and extent of your assignment. 
Should the court sustain your claim that the assignment 
is only for the use and benefit of the U.S. Government, 
we would be glad to purchase your rights. We may say 
that our attorney concurs in the opinion of the offices 
of the Judge Advocate General and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, but he feels that the nature of your assignment is 
such that a court decision alone will be sutficient to 
justify an investment.” 

From this, our correspondent says, it appears that 
while the Service man is justified in submitting his rights 
to the highest bidder it would require a court decision 
in some cases to convince a commercial concern that he 
had the right to do so, and it might then possibly be 
found illegal under the wording of G.O. 96. He con- 
tinues: “ls it not fair to assume that a fair return from 
the Government to the Service man for inventions would 
encourage the inventor to further research, and save the 
loss to the Government which they admit? Why en- 
courage the outsider in the matter of inventions for the 
Services and pay him princely sums, when the same can 
be had in the Service at a much lower cost? Will the 
Government of the United States ever recognize their 
servants in the Army and Navy for their actual worth, 
or will they continue to cater to the rank outsider who 
has no further interest in the Government than that of 
getting all the money he can from it? It has been the 
writer’s good fortune to sit in the inner shrine of patent 
discussion and he has found that not only are the patents 
juggled in many cases, but that our patent laws could be 
improved upon, in such a way as to take care of those 
who are really interested in the Service.” 


ARMY LONGEVITY CLAIMS. 

Mr. Graham, for the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives, under date of April 26, 1921, 
rendered a favorable report on the bill to pay the lon- 
gevity claims of Army officers which have been pending 
for so many years. This report so early in the session 
is a very hopeful sign for it means that the bill, H.R. 
28, is certain to be reached for action and not left 
stranded as it has been so many times in the past. In 
explanation of the bill the committee says: “This bill is 
intended to secure the payment of certain just debts 
owed by the United States to certain officers of the U.S. 
Army for what is known as ‘longevity’ pay.” After re- 
ferring to the statutes authorizing longevity pay and to 
the decision of the Supreme Court as to the-meaning of 
those statutes, the committee says: 

There is no question raised, nor can_any be raised, as to 
the legality of the claims in question. They are lawful debts 
owing by the United States to these officers. After the decision 
of the Supreme Court above quoted many claims for this ad- 
ditional or longevity pay were allowed and paid by the Treasury 
Devartment of our Government. Had it not been for a change 
of comptrollers in the Treasury Department all of these claims 
would have been allowed and paid. But in 1890 a man came 
to that office who, in defiance of the Supreme Court ruling, 
refused to count the period served at the academy in computing 
the pay, and from 1890 down to 1908 this was the ruling of 
the Treasury Department. All ‘whose claims were presented 
within those dates had their claims for the period of service in 
the academy disallowed. = 

In 1908 a new comptroller returned to the original ruling 
and the decision of the Supreme Court, and allowed the dis-

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puted period of time spent at the academy in computing the 
longevity pay. This did not help those whose claims were dis- 
allowed in the interval, 1890 to 1908, for the comptroller held 
he had no power to reverse the ruling of the former comp- 
trollers. After 1908, 1,136 officers, whose claims aggregated 
nearly $1,000,000, were paid. By reason of the act of Oon- 


. gress passed July 6, 1914, the claims of about 140 Confederate 


officers for longevity pay due them prior to entering the Con- 
federate Army, viz., prior to April, 1861, were paid, aggre- 
gating about $150,000. 

The bill if passed will cover the batch of claims disallowed 
between 1890 and 1908. Some of these claims were proved 
in the Court of Claims, but remain-unpaid. These, the bill 
provides, shall be certified to the Treasury Department and 
paid. As to the remainder, the act provides that they shall be 
paid by the accounting officer of the Treasury Department. The 
bill confines recovery to the claimant or his widow, or his blood 
relations. No assignee of any. claim can recover on it. The 
claims cannot become the prey of attorneys, for the fee is 
limited to twenty per cent. on amount recovered, which seemed 
to the committee to be a just allowance and one in keeping 
with precedents already established by Congress. 

These claims cannot be presented to the Court of Claims, 
for there the statute of limitations would bar them. They can- 
not be presented to the Treasury Department, for the decision 
of the comptroller, which will not be reversed by a succeeding 
comptroller, is a complete bar. Nothing but an act of Con- 
gress can relieve this situation. The debt is a just one, The 
Congress is conferring no favor by this legislation, but merely 
remedying a wrong done to these claimants. The Confederate 
claims, although a third of a century old, were paid. The 
mass of claims already paid were largely outside the statute 
of limitations. 

The age of these claims should not stand pint them. In 
fact, to deny them now is to penalize those who were vigilant, 
for it is these claims which were presented and disallowed by 
an unjust ruling. This wrong should be righted. It is un- 


fair to pay some and not pay all. This bill is intended to wipe 
out the wrong and remove a gross injustice. 

The report ends by quoting the recommendation made 
by Secretary of War Baker in favor of the payment of 
these claims. Of course whether the recommendations 
of the committee will be accepted by a majority of the 
House of Representatives is a question which will have 
to be decided by the vote of the individual members of 
the House. A large number of the members have ex- 
pressed views favorable to the passage of the bill. 





Navy Nurse Corps CoNTINUOUS SERVICE. 

In reply to a request for an opinion concerning con- 
tinuous service in the Navy (Female) Nurse Corps, the 
J.A.G. of the Navy said on March 10: “Nurses who 
were enrolled in the Naval Reserve Force and subse- 


quently disenrolled therefrom on one day and on the 
following day appointed nurses, U.S. Navy, may be con- 
sidered as having performed continuous service therein 
for purposes of pay provided said service was on achive 
duty but that said active service may not be considered 
as continuous service for the purpose of crediting said 
nurses after appointment as nurses, U.S. Navy, with 
leave accumulated while serving in the Naval erve 
Force; that Reserve nurses discharged on one day and 
on the following day appointed nurses, U.S. Navy, may 
be considered as having performed continuous service 
therein for all purposes provided said service was on 
active duty.” 
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WARRANT OFFICER RETIREMENT RIGHTS. 

A warrant officer who spent twenty-eight years as an 
enlisted man and has now nearly reached the age of 
sixty-four years writes that he is disturbed by the pro- 
vision of Section 4a, Army Reorganization act, that 
“warrant officers retire under the same condi- 
tions as commissioned officers”; and that of Section 24 
(Filling of Vacancies): “Any person originally ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this act at an age great- 
er than forty-five years shall, when retired, receive re- 
tired pay at the rate of four per centum of active pay 
for each complete year of commissioned service in the 
U.S. Army.” He interprets this to mean that Section 
24 will give him but four per centum of pay for each 
year he served as warrant officer which he estimates 
will amount to $6.16 and allowance. He looks regret- 
fully at his inability to count his twenty-eight years’ en- 
listed service toward retirement, to serve two years 
more, and to retire under the thirty-year retirement pro- 
visions that apply to enlisted men. Were he a younger 
man, say forty-five or fifty, he might well regret, as do 
many others, that Congress did not adopt the original 
proposal of former Secretary Baker that warrant offi- 
cers should retire under the laws that apply to enlisted 
men. But this particular inquirer is unduly concerned 
as to his status. He has reached the retiring age fixed 
for officers and should receive on the retired list seventy- 
five per centum of the pay of a warrant officer on the 
active list. If Section 24 were held to govern in his 
case he would get nothing at all on the retired list, as 
the four per centum computation refers to commissioned 
service, of which this warrant officer has had none. Sec- 
tion 24 deals solely with the filling of vacancies in comi- 
missioned personnel created by the act of June 4, 1921; 
one-half of these vacancies to be filled by appointment 
of emergency officers to the Regular Army, remaining 
vacancies to be filled by promotion of Regular officers. 
As to the retirement provision for appointees over forty- 
five years of age, the Judge Advocate General has held 
in an opinion, noted on page 519 of our issue of Jan. 1, 
1921, that: “The provision of Section 24 supra, is not 
to be regarded in determining the retired pay of warrant 
officers appointed under the provisions of the aforesaid 
act at an age greater than forty-five years, and only 
those provisions of law relating to retirement which are 
applicable to all officers not specially excepted by the 
provisions of Section 24 are to be considered in deter- 
mining the conditions under which a warrant officer is 
entitled to retirement.” The J.A.G. said further: “It 
appears reasonably clear that Congress intended that 
warrant officers should be retired under conditions ap- 
plicable to officers generally, and should not be affected 
by those special conditions made applicable to a limited 
class, small in number and eventually to disappear.”

The combined Sun- 
day schools of the harbor provided the material for the 
exhibitions, and representatives of all the harbor posts 
were among the teachers and parents who made up the 
spectators. The program included an invocation by the 
coast defense chaplain, Chaplain Harry C. Fraser, U.S. 
A., and a very thoughtful address by Col. James F. 
Howell, C.A.C., who commands the Coast Defenses of 





Boston. -The remainder of the program was in the 
hands of leaders in their respective lines from Boston 
University School of Religious Education, and the staffs 
of the Congregational Educational Society and various 
chureh:-school . publications. Mrs. Millicent P. Yarrow 
spoke on “The Child’s Right to Religious Nurture,” the 
keynote address of the day. Demonstrations of class 
methods for a beginner’s, a primary and a junior class 
were conducted by Miss Violet Johnson, Miss Lillian Mc- 
Cormack and Mrs. Grace Overton, respectively. The 
harbor Sunday school ‘children furnished the material 
and Mrs. Yarrow later summed up the points for the 
benefit of a conference of parents and teachers. Story 
and play groups were conducted, to the high delight of 
their youthful subjects. Frances Weld Danielson, au- 
thor and editor of Sunday school publications, spoke on 
“The Little Child and His Religion” and later con- 
ducted a summing-up period on “Methods.” During the 
gatherings of teachers and parents the children were 
treated to play and story hours by competent leaders. 
A luncheon served free to all the visitors in attendance 
made a happy break in the middle of the program and 
gave Fort Andrews an opportunity to show its hospi- 
tality. The entertainment committee included Mrs. 
Joseph S. Hart, Mrs. Odes T. Pogue, Mrs., H. T. 
Brotherton, Mrs. H. C. Fraser; Mrs. Cora V. Holahan, 
hostess, U.S.A.; 2d Lieut. Katherine Z. Schell, nurse 
in charge. Chaplain Fraser writes: “The stimulation 
to the religious life of the harbor, which is bound to 
come as the result of a gathering of this character, 
should be very real. Its value to the individual teacher 
and parent is apparent. It is to be hoped that similar 
conferences can be arranged for the Army elsewhere. 
The success of the project in the coast defense of Bos- 
ton, where the Sunday schools are small, should be very 
encouraging.” 





Om Burnine ENGINES FOR ARTILLERY TRACTORS. 
Extensive studies have been made in the past year by 
the Ordnance Department to determine the feasibility of 
using oil burning engines in automotive combat vehicles. 
The principal commercial advantage is cheaper fuel, but 
there are important military advantages such as the 
elimination of the carburetor, magneto and all electrical 
wiring, making the waterproofing of the motor, which is 
essential for future combat vehicles, a relatively simple 
matter. Information covering practically every commer- 
cial domestic and foreign oil burning engine has been 
obtained and although there are numerous successful 
stationary and marine oil burning engines of the Diesel, 
Junker, De la Verne and Hvid types, no manufacturer 
has successfully produced and marketed a motor for 
automotive purposes that can function satisfactorily on 
all fuel oils although many are carrying out extensive 
tests and have already developed motors that operate 
on kerosene and the lighter oils. The results of the in- 
vestigation indicate that many of the present troubles 
are due to residues of black oil, petrolo, tar and silica, 
which do not burn in the cylinders of existing engines 
and result in rapid carbonization with the usual knock- 
ing and pre-ignition, also that in the commercial fuel 
oils there is a large percentage of oil between the kero- 
senes and the lubricating oils that could be separated at 
low cost with existing refinery facilities and which would 
make excellent motor fuel for Diesel or modified Diesel 
engines weighing not much more per horsepower than 
the conventional gasoline burning motor vehicle engines. 
An engine that would burn this fuel can apparently be 
developed without serious difficulty. As the policy of 
the Ordnance Department is to utilize commercial con- 
structions as far as possible in combat vehicles it is 
probable that in the immediate future it will limit its 
attivities in the automotive Diesel engine line to co- 
operating with and encoufaging as far as its funds will 
permit civilian experimenters who expect to commercial- 
ize their product. The Ordnance Department has, how- 


ever, arrived at the definite conclusion that a satisfac- 
tory type of ‘Diesel engine can be developed for autemo- 
tive combat vehicles that will have many advantages 
over the present engines and that the successful develop- 
ment of such an engine is merely a matter of time. 
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INTERDEPARTMENTAL SOCIAL HYGIENE BoArD MEETS. 

A meeting of the Interdepartmental Social Hygiene 
Board was held in the council room of the Secretary of 
the Navy on April 27, to adopt a program looking the 
continuance of the board for the next fiscal year in 
furthering social hygienic education, protective 
measures, and scientific investigation of preventive and 
curative venereal measures. The following members of 
the board were present: Secretary of the Navy Denby; 
Secretary of War Weeks; Judge James H. Moyle, As- 
sistant ‘Secretary of the Treasury; Dr. C. P. Pierce, As- 
sistant Surgeon General, Public Health Service; Col. 
W. P. Chamberlain, M.C., U.S.A.; Lieut. Comdr. J. T. 
Boone, M.C., U.S.N.; Dr. T. A. Storey, executive sec- 
retary, Interdepartmental Social Hygiene Board. In 
addition, there were present: Major Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland, Surgeon General, U.S.A.; Rear Admiral Ed- 
ward R. Stitt, Surgeon General, U.S.N.; Hugh S. Cum- 
ming, Surgeon General, U.S.P.H.S. Following the 
meeting a number of representatives of civil organiza- 
tions which have been co-operating with the board were 
invited to attend the discussion prepared by the Sur- 
géons General of the Army, Navy and Public Health 
Services, dealing with proposed legislation which, in the 
unanimous opinion of the Surgeons General, should be 
presented to Congress with a request for apppropria- 
tions for the continuation of the five funds needed to 
carry on the work of the Public Health Service and the 
Interdepartmental Social Hygiene Board for the com- 
ing fiscal year. As the last session of Congress failed 
to provide any appropriations for the Interdepartmental 
Social Hygiene Board, it will go out of existence July 
1, 1921, if appropriations are not made during the pres- 
ent extra session of Congress. ‘The board adopted a 
memorandum submitted by the three Surgeons General 
covering the necessary legislation, and it was agreed by 
all those present that every effort should be made to 
obtain the desired legislation prior to July 1, 1921. It 
is felt that the proper time has not arrived for the dis- 
solution of the board, but that the present machinery 
should be maintained and the various activities con- 
ducted as outlined in the adopted memorandum. 
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FINANCE DEPARTMENT EXPEDITES LIQUIDATION. 

When the Finance Department control of 
paying War Department accounts in 1918 there was a 
seventy-five per cent. loss of discount privileges, due to 
delay in payment of bills. The report for March, 1921, 
just being issued, shows that there was only a 5.5 per 
cent. loss through lack of taking advantage of discounts 
made for prompt remittances, which indicates that the 
War Department is doing business practically on a 
cash basis. The Finance Department is now pursuing a 
course which has the effect of creating a friendly com- 
petition between the forces of the different finance offices 
to clear their records of any old bills. Each month a 
statement is issued to the Finance officers by the Chief 
of Finance, showing just how many bills are more than 
thirty days past due in each Finance office, and there is 
an effort among all to reduce the number so reported to 
the very minimum, in order to make the best record. 
This competition has been so intensive that in one office 
one employee was found weeping because of her distress 
in being unable to check up on some old accounts and 
assist in clearing the office in which she was employed, 
although it was evident to the officer in charge that her 
failure to do so was through unavoidable circumstances. 
The office at New York. has succeeded in clearing its 
books of nearly 14,000 old accounts as they stood in 
1919, when the Finance Department began its effort to 
reduce the number of unpaid bills. Its March state- 
ment shows only 210 accounts more than thirty days old. 
Many of the offices report that they have no accounts 
exceeding the thirty day limit. 
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WEARING OF THE WHITE UNIFORM. 

A Captain of Infantry stationed in the South writes: 
“With the gradual return to normal conditions and the 
favorable attitude taken towards the wearing of civilian 
clothes by officers while off duty why cannot we utilize 
uniforms we already have in our possession and be al- 
lowed to wear the white uniform during the summer 
months? How much more pleasant it would be to dis- 
card the service uniform in the evening or when off 
duty and not only be comfortable but also know that we 
had the privilege of utilizing uniforms which were pur- 
chased prior to the war and from which we have never 
been able to realize the money expended. White uni- 
forms are allowed in the tropics; why should they not 
be allowed in the South, where the thermometer fre- 
quently records 100 degrees and where it is particularly 
disagreeable to put on a service uniform in the evening 
after being in the hot sun all day? The expense would 
be negligible as the majority of the officers are supplied 
with ‘whites’ and if the privilege is as it was before the 
war the matter of wearing the white uniform would be 
optional. For the sake of comfort, for the sake of a 
neat dress uniform in the evening and when off duty, 
and for the sake of economy, why cannot we have 
‘whites’ from May 1 to Oct. 1?” ‘4 





British Army Report. 

The annual report of the British army, issued in 
March, 1921, is the first report issued since the termina- 
tion of the World War. It shows that the regimental 
strength of the army (including the Territorial Force) 
on Oct. 1, 1919, was 1,064,743. In the year immediately 
preceding the war the Regular army numbered 247,250 
of all arms, and on Oct. 1, 1914, the strength of the Reg- 
ular army (including the Territorial army) was 1,327,- 
372. In 1915 the two armies had a total strength of 
2,475,764, in 1916 the strength was 3,343,797, in 1917 
3,883,017, and in 1918 3,838,265. A summary of war 
casualties (killed, wounded and missing) with the Brit- 
ish army (including the Territorial Force) reported as 
having occurred between August, 1914, and September, 
1919, shows a total of 116,781 officers ard 2,354,371 
other ranks. - The total missing (including prisoners) 
shown in the above figures numbered 9,362 officers and 
244,814 other ranks. Of these numbers 5,215 officers 
and 149,093 men reported as prisoners of war have been 
released. . 
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COAST GUARD MERGER LEGISLATION. 
Secretary Denby’s View of the Situation. 

To the question asked Secretary of the Navy Denby 
recently by a representative of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL whether the Navy Department had officially 
taken any action since March 4 relative to the proposal 
to merge the U.S. Coast Guard with the Navy, and 
whether the matter of consolidation of the two Services 
had been discussed in the Secretary’s council, Mr. Den- 
by said that no official action had been taken or would 
be by himself, nor would the matter be discussed prior 
to the presentation to him of a bill providing for the con- 
solidation. While the so-called Campbell bill of the 66th 
Congress has been reintroduced in amended form at the 
present session, his opinion of the bill and its proposals 
had not yet been requested, said Secretary Denby. Until 
the Navy’s attitude was sought he thought it inexpedi- 
ent to discuss the matter. He did say there had been a 
suggestion to the effect that the life-saving activities of 
the Coast Guard be turned over to the Department of 
Commerce to become a part of the Lighthouse Service, 
and that the Navy take the ships and personnel con- 
cerned with the functions formerly performed by the 
Revenue Cutter Service. This, he emphasized, was 
merely a suggestion and as to what action had been 
taken he was uninformed. He was not ready to express 
an opinion as to the proposition in the MeCormick bill 
to transfer the entire Coast Guard to the Department 
of Commerce, though he was informed as to the proposal 
in the scheme of reorganization. Although there were 
many conditions which would require serious considera- 
tion leading up to consolidation with the Navy, in the 
Secretary's opinion, it was apparent that he was rather 
inclined toward the suggestion of placing the Life-Saving 
Service in the Department of Commerce and taking over 
the portion of the Coast Guard which had for years had 
Navy functions and which followed the Navy tradition. 

Promotion of Coast Guard Officers. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, following the prece- 
dent set by his predecessor in that office, transmitted a 
letter to Chairman Jones, of the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, on April-21 with a draft 
of a proposed bill, proposing to distribute the commis- 
sioned line and engineer officers of the Coast Guard in 
grades in the same proportions as provided by law for 
the distribution in grades of line officers of the U.S. 
Navy. Secretary Mellon wrote: “I am convinced that the 
inadequate opportunity for promotion of Coast Guard 
officers constitutes a harmful situation, injuriously af- 
fecting the efficiency and best interests of the Service. I 
find that officers well advanced in life and of many years’ 
service are holding ranks entirely inappropriate to their 
age and experience, and greatly below those obtained by 
officers of the same age, experience and ability in 
the other military services. Congress has granted the 
personnel of the Coast Guard the same pay and allow- 
ances of those of the personnel of the Navy of the same 
grades and length of service, through a provision con- 
tained in the act of May 18, 1920. ‘That act indicates 
clearly the intent of Congress to place the personnel of 
the Coast Guard on a parity with that of the Navy with 
respect to pay and allowances. There exists, however, 
between the officers of the Navy and those of the Coast 
Guard an undue and unreasonable disparity. in oppor- 
tunity for advancement. The continued effigiency of 
the Coast Guard requires that its commissioned person- 
nel should have opportunity for advancement, not neces- 
sarily equal to but approximating to a reasonable de- 
gree, consistent with the size of the Coast Guard, that 
open to the commissioned officers of the Navy. . . . 
The bill has the full approval of this department, and I 
hope that it will be given most careful consideration. 
I consider legislation along the lines indicated to be 
vitally necessary for the efficiency and well being of the 
Coast Guard.” 

The general sclieme of the proposed bill is‘to give the 
Coast Guard in the line and engineering corps, respec- 
tively, the same proportion of captains and commanders 
and to permit officers junior to those grades to have pro- 
motion assimilated to that obtained by officers of the 
Navy of corresponding length of service, as is now tem- 


porarily provided under the Naval Appropriation act of 
July 1, 1918. It provides for one commandant with the 
grade of rear admiral, who upon retirement shall go on 
the retired list in that grade; seven captains and twelve 
commanders, these being four per cent. and seven per 
cent., respectively, of the total number of line officers 
authorized. This leaves 149 officers to fill the lower 
grades. It provides for one engineer-in-chief, three cap- 
tains and six commanders (engineering) which comprise 
four per cent. and seven per cent. of the total number 
of engineer officers authorized by law. This leaves 
seventy-six officers to fill the lower grades in engineering. 
The bill also provides that any lieutenant commander in 
the Coast Guard who has been a commissioned officer 
for twenty-five years and has commanded ships or has 
been chief engineer of ships is entitled to be made a com- 
mander. It creates ngw grades of captain, captain (engi- 
neering), and commander (engineering), and provides 
promotion shall be made in these grades by seniority. 
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PUBLICATION OF SLACKER List BEGUN. 

Publication of the lists of names of men who were 
drafted for military service under the operation of the 
Selective Service act and who failed to report to or en- 
train for the mobilization camps for training and thus 
became deserters was begun on May 5. The whole num- 
ber of these technical deserters is approximately 160,000. 
In order to make clear the status of deserters from 
the draft, the War Department desires it understood 
that this reference is made to men who registered under 
the provisions of the Selective Service law, and who 
failed to report for military service at a specified time 
and place, although ordered by the draft authorities to 
do so. Under the law, draft deserters are held to have 
been inducted into the Military Service of the United 
States as of the date on which they were ordered to re- 
port. Since they have never been discharged from such 
service, they are still under military jurisdiction and 
hence are liable to trial by G.C.M. for their offense of 
desertion. Undoubtedly a much larger force would have 
volunteered during the outbreak of the war but for their 
confidence placed in the Selective Draft as the most 
equitable and efficient method of deciding who could be 
spared from essential industry, or from the duty of 
caring for dependents. The Selective Draft succeeded 
in securing the enormous number of men required in 
such a manner as not to disrupt the industries of the 
country. In justice to more than 24,000,000 men who 
came forward and registered for service, and in recogni- 
tion of the loyal co-operation of all classes in making 
the selective draft a prerequisite of victory, the War 
Department is determined that steps shall be taken to 
apprehend and bring to trial every man guilty of wilful 
desertion. About 20,000 names are on the lists in the 
2d Corps Area, of which publication was begun in the 
daily press on May 5 at the request of Major Gen. Rob- 
ert L. Bullard, U.S.A., commanding 2d Corps Area. The 
circular containing the names states that actual ex- 
penses not to exceed $50 will be paid “to any civil offi- 
cer or other citizen for the apprehension and delivery 
to military control of any of them.” 
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INFANTRY ScHooL PLANS NIGHT BATTLE. 

Members of both the Senate and House Committees 
on Military Affairs and Appropriations have been in- 
vited to witness the Infantry School’s first night demon- 
stration at Camp Benning, Ga., on May 11, when oper- 
ations in “No Man’s Land” in front of the Infantry 
area which has been prepared for training in trench war- 
fare will be carried out. All forms of battlefield illumi- 
nation are to be used and artillery fire will be employed 
to cover the operations of the troops against the enemy. 
In addition to the military demonstration it is planned 
to confer the Distinguished Service Cross upon two offi- 
cers of the school and one officer who served in the 
World War, which will be accompanied by a ceremony 
in which the 29th Infantry and other troops will par- 
ticipate. On May 12 a baseball game between the In- 
fantry School team and a team representing the Georgia 
School of Technology will be played. Following the 
baseball game dinner will be served in the open from 
rolling kitchens employing necessary utensils furnished 
to soldiers on a campaign which will illustrate the 
method of living in the field. On the morning of May 
11 it is contemplated to give a battle demonstration with 
a battalion of Infantry in attack, supported by tanks, 
Stokes mortars, one pounders, machine guns, the Air 
Service and Chemical Warfare. All the student offi- 
cers, numbering 692, are to be present for the purpose 
of studying the different phases of the operations. Brig. 
Gen. William H. Gordon, U.S.A., commandant of the 
school, has also invited a number of newspaper men to 
be present. 
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Court OrpeR To Restore CoLs. CREARY AND FRENCH. 

Chief Justice McCoy, of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, issued a writ of mandamus on 
April 29 ordering Secretary of War Weeks to restore 
former Cols. W. F. Creary and John W. French to their 
former status in the Army. This action came after a 
heated legal argument between Samuel IT. Ansell, for- 
merly of the U.S. Army, and counsel for the two former 
officers; Col. F. M. Brown, of the J.A.G. Office, and 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Vandoren, who has appeared in 
the case on behalf of the War Department and the De- 
partment of Justice. Colonel Brown declared that the 
action of Mr. Vandoren in agreeing to a substitution of 
Secretary Weeks for former Secretary Baker had not 
received the consent of Mr. Weeks. He also moved for 
a dismissal of the suits but this was overruled by the 
court. Mr. Ansell charged that counsel for the War 
Department and Department of Justice had been trifling 
with and imposing upon the court and moved that the 
writ of mandamus be issued without further delay. 
These statements caused Colonel Brown to rise and 
say he was flattered by Mr. Ansell’s “abuse” while Mr. 
Vandoren, according to pres§ report, threatened the op- 
posing counsel with personal violence. In announcing 
that he would sign the writ Justice McCoy said that 
the attorneys for the War Department had by their 
actions brought Secretary Weeks before the court and 
he was considered a party to the action. Colonel Brown 
noted an appeal from the decision of the court. 








Service CHEvRONS May BE ABOLISHED. 

The War Department has under consideration abol- 
ishing the service -chevrons, which have been worn on 
the left sleeve of the uniform coat and overcoat since 
the armistice. Many cfficers have of their own volition 
removed the chevrons, and where the chevrons have not 
been renewed there is little to differentiate between the 


gold of overseas service and the silver of service at 
home, due to wear. Orders discontinuing the silver 
chevron are expected to issue shortly, and possibly the 
order may include all service chevrons, 
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CHANGES IN Corps AREA COMMANDERS, 

Before the end of the calendar year changes in six of 
the nine corps area commanders will probably be made, 
five of them being necessary because of the retirement of . 
three major generals, the detail of another to a depart- 
ment command and a yacancy which already exists. The 
only question whether the sixth change will be made is’ 
due to the fact that Brig. Gen. Omar Bundy was not 
appointed to fill a vacancy in the grade of major general, 
and as there will be sufficient major generals to fill all 
commands it is believed probable that General Bundy 
will eventually be relieved as commander of the Tth 
Corps Area. The 34 Corps Area is vacant as Major. 
Gen. Adebert Cronkhite has been assigned to command 
the Panama Canal Department. Major Gen. John F. 
Morrison, who commands the 4th Corps Area, will re- 
tire on Dec. 25; Major Gen. Leonard Wood will go on 
the retired list on his return from special duty of in- 
vestigation in the Philippine Islands, to become head 
of the University of Pennsylvania. Major Gea. Joseph 
T. Dickman, commanding the 8th Corps Area, is due 
for retirement on Oct. 6; and the 9th Corps Area has 
been vacant since the retirement of Major Gen. Hunter 
Liggett. There is considerable speculation in Washing- 
ton military circles as to the assignments to fill these 
prospective vacancies, and the report persists that Major 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards will first be named to take 
command of the 9th Corps Area. 
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Post EXCHANGE For R.O.T.C. CAMpPs. 

The Secretary of War has directed that commanding 
generals of corps areas in which R.O.T.C. instruction 
camps are located during 1921 shall instruct the com- 
manding officers of the camps or posts concerted to 
establish in the area occupied by the R.O.T.C. camp a 
branch post exchange. Sales at this exchange will be for 
cash and it will be operated under control of the parent 
exchange. Prices will be identical at both exchanges. 
The net pfofits of the branch exchange will be appor- 
tioned seventy-five per cent. to the R.O.T.C. camp to be 
expended for the benefit of the students and the enlisted 
men of the Army on duty at such camp, and twenty-five 
per cent. to the parent exchange; settlement to be made 
weekly so as to provide ready cash for entertainments 
and recreational activities. Unexpended funds at the 








end of the encampment will go to the parent exchange. 
Commanding officers of posts, camps or stations con- 
cerned are directed to utilize the means at their dis- 
posal to insure by the branch exchange the greatest ser- 
vice to the R.O.T.C. personnel. 





DISCIPLINARY PowrErs NEEDED FOR Wark Risk PATIENTS. 

That disciplinary powers over former Service men 
undergoing hospital treatment or educational training is 
needed by officers in charge of this work was the opinion 
expressed by C. H. Forbes, Diretter of the War Risk 
Insurance Bureau, at a hearing before a House com- 
mittee on April 29. Such control is necessary, he added, 
if the best results are to be obtained. He advocated the 
principle involved in consolidating Government agen- 
cies created to deal with disabled veterans of the World 
War. Ewing Laporte, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, also commended the consolidation as “likely 
to result in advantage to the men and the Government, 
We are going to have the care of disabled Service men 
as a duty of our Government for nmrany years in the 
future,” he said. “Although the admission of new pa- 
tients has reached its highest point. It. is likely that 
the amount of payments to partially and permanently 
disabled men will increase with the years, since as the 
men age their disabilities will increase.” 
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PRESIDENT WILL Not CALL DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 

While the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs was 
discussing the Naval Appropriation bill on May 4 it de- 
veloped that President Harding had comm.nicated ver- 
bally to Senator Poindexter and Senator fale that he 
was opposed to the inclusion in the bill of the Borah 
amendment requesting the President to call a Navy 
disarmament conference. It was stated that the Presi- 
dent’s opposition was based on the fact that such an 
amendment would embarrass Executive action, or ap- 
pear to favor a Congressional recommendation on inter- 
national policies which is properly within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Executive. As a consequence of this sug- 
gestion no disarmament proposal will be carried in the 
bill. Although the Borah resolution for disarmament 
was carried by an unanimous vote at the last session of 
the 66th Congress it wiJl now be strongly opposed by 
those who wish to follow the President’s wishes in this 


matter. 
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PRESCRIBED TEACHING ONLY, WHEN ON R.O.T.C. Duty. 

Application for permission to teach in a civil depart- 
ment of an educational institution was made by an 
officer on R.O.T.C. duty at such institution. This 
has been disapproved by the Secretary of War, who 
has directed attention to Paragraph 41, Special Regu- 
lations 44, W.D., 1919, as indicating in general that 
officers will not be permitted to undertake courses of 
instruction other than those prescribed for the military 
department of an educational institution. The short- 
age of officers available for R.O.T.C. duty at the pres- 
ent time is so acute, it is the opinion of the War De- 
partment, that the whole time should be put in on duty 
prescribed for the military department. Until more offi- 
cers are available for R.O.T.C. duty, the policy of the 
War Department will be not to approve applications of 
this nature. 
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SHouLpER ParcH INSIGNIA LANGUISHES. 

The adoption of a uniform shoulder patch insignia 
based upon the designs originated in the divisions ang 
smaller units in the World War, which was proposed 
during the tenure of former Secretary of War Baker 
and the designing of the insignia approved, appears to- 
be languishing. So far as can be learned the work on 
the improved shoulder patch, whose foundation 
was to identify the character of the unit to which 
wearer belonged, an idea that originated in the 2d 
vision, has been laid aside, apparently for economic rea- 
sons. It is believed that when the has been

He was graduated midship- 
man in 1879, and the part of his academic course at 
sea was on the famous old Hartford on the South At- 
luntic Station. Le was assigned in 1879 to the Minne- 
seta, and after being promoted ensign in March, 1881, 
he spent six months in Paris, France, studying the lan- 
guage. Tle verved in the Iroquois in the North and 
South Pacitie, in the Essex and Palos on the China 
Station, and also in the Juniata. He returned home in 
the Palos in 1886 by way of Africa, and while in her 
heid the positions of executive officer, navigator and 
acting chief engineer. He served as assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting at the Tor- 
pedo School, and in the Baltimore, 1589, was in charge 
of the Branch Hydrographic Office at Baltimore, and 
then in the Lancaster on the South Atlantic Station. 
Among subsequent duties he served during the war with 
Spain in the monitor Terror, blockading off Cardenas 
aud Havana, and was in the engagement with the San 
Juan forts. The monitor was also in the first expedi- 
tion to Porto Rico after Cervera’s fleet, and that vessel 
also accompanied the then Major Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
U.S.A,, in the second expedition to the Island. In 1900 
Admiral Dunn, then a captain, was assigned to the 
training ship Buffalo as navigator. During the Boxer 
trouble in China the Buffalo was used to take reinforce- 
ments to Taku. He was commander of the battleship 
Idaho, was on special duty at the Navy Department, 
was supervisor of New York Harbor, and was in com- 
mand of the U.S.S. Wyoming, and during the World 
War he was for a time in command of the Azores De- 
tachment of the Atlantic Fleet. He became a rear ad- 
miral in 1915. Admiral Dunn is the inventor of the 
“Dunn anchor.” used in the Navy, and has had a 
valuable experience in the old and new ships of the 
Navy. 

Chaplain Cephas C. Bateman, U.S.A., senior chaplain 
in the Army and who holds the rank of lieutenant colo- 
nel, will be retired from active service on account of the 
age limit May 16, 1921, after a most active performance 
of duty. He is one of the most highly esteemed chap- 
lains in the Army, and was born May 16, 1857, near the 
little town of Smyrna, Mich. He was educated and 
ordained a Baptist minister in California and was ap- 
pointed a chaplain in the Army from Oregon by Presi- 
dent Harrison Dec. 6, 1890. Chaplain Bateman has 
served in the North, South and West, and was with the 
troops in the Cuban campaign against the Spaniards in 
1898, and in the Philippines, and was on duty on the 
Mexican and Canadian borders. Chaplain Bateman saw 
the Spanish fleet run out of Santiago to battle with the 
United States Fleet, and witnessed the Spanish colors 
shot down from Morro Castle and the Stars and Stripes 
replace the Spanish colors over the governor general's 
poe in Santiago July 17, 1898. He served in the 
Southern Philippines under Major Gen. Robert L. Bul- 
lard, when that officer was a field officer of a regiment, 
and he performed the most praiseworthy duties during 
the ravages of cholera among the troops. He has served 
with many officers of the Army in their younger days 
who are now famous, including Gen. John J. Pershing. 
Chaplain Bateman was awarded the Cuban and Philip- 
pine Medals for services in the field and he had a son 
with the A.E.F. during the World War. The last post 
of duty of Chaplain Bateman was at Camp Grant, III. 
He has gained historical recognition in two books writ- 
ten on the war with Spain, one by Major Gen. O. O. 
Howard, U.S.A., and by Col. John Bigelow, jr., U.S.A. 

Major John V. Spring, jr., Cav., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service April 28, 1921, on account of dis- 
ability incident to the service. He was born in Texas 
March 12, 1876, and during the war with Spain served 
as a sergeant in the Ist Texas Cavalry. He entered the 
Regular Army as a second lieutenant, Artillery Corps, 
June 12, 1902, and was transferred to the 7th Cavalry 
Feb. 20, 1903.

His calmness under the stress of excitement, his keen- 
ness to perceive the crux of every situation, his courage 
in carrying out his convictions, his undisguised distaste 
for falsity and his genuine appreciation of candor and 
honesty, his judge-like austerity tempered by an intense 
humanness and a rare sense of humor, his pride in sus- 
taining his high ideals; these are qualities familiar to 
all who were privileged to know this exceptional officer. 
What lessons of courage, patience and charity could be 
drawn from his last, long illness only those will know 
who were-privileged to be close to him during this try- 
ing period. No one acquainted with Colonel McDonough 
will question that he fought valiantly to the last stand. 
In the death of Colonel McDonough the country has lost 
a worthy citizen; the Army has lost one of her most 
noble and valiant supporters; and his home, so sacred 
to him, has lost a tender, loving husband and father.”

The late Rear Admiral George W. Melville, U.S.N., a 
survivor of the ill-fated expedition, who gallantly made 
a search for his missing shipmates and who found the 
bodies of Captain De Long’s party, was of the opinion 
that Dr. Ambler was the last to die.

NAVY TEMPORARY COMMISSIONS REVOKED. 

The Secretary of the Navy sent message on 
April 28 revoking all temporary the 
grades of captain, first and second lieutenant in the U.S. 
M.C., effective May 15, 1921, with the exception of those 
officers now in the services under temporary commission 
who would upon revocation of such commission revert to 
a civil status or an enlisted status. The order further 
excepts those officers whose physical status has not yet 
been determined; also those officers serving under tem- 
porary commissions at the following stations: Peking, 
Guam, Olongapo and Cavite in the Philippine Islands, 
and on ships of the Asiatic Fleet. In the case of each 
individual exception of the revocation of temporary com- 
mission will be at such time, prior to June 30, 1921, as 
the commandant of the Marine Corps deems desirable.

NAVY UNIFORM ORDER INTERPRETED. 
Interpretation of G.O. No. 44, Navy Department, the 
text of which was printed in our issue of April 30, page 


959, has been issued to the Na¥y in a Bureau of Navi- 
gation circular, which states that the following garments 
and articles of equipment are restored as articles of 
uniform for commissioned officers of the U.S. Navy, 
except chaplains and chief warrant officers: 

Full dress trousers, cocked hat, epaulets, full dress belt. 

The following prescribed uniforms are restored: Full dress, 
white fu'l dress, dress, white dress, undress, white undress, 
evening fu!l dress, uniform B, evening dress, uniform C (a) 
and (b). 

The uniforms listed in the above paragraph will be worn as 
prescribed in Chapter 2, Uniform Regulations, U.S. Navy, 1913, 
except that for the occasions for which special full dress or 
white special full dress is prescribed, full dress and white full 
dress, respectively, sha'] be worn. 

For the occasions for which dinner dress or mess dress 
are prescribed, evening full dress and evening dress, respectively, 
shall be worn, except that when in the opinion of the senior 
officer present climatic conditions render the wearing of white 
uniform advisable, he shall prescribe the white uniforms most 
suitable to the occasion. 

The foregoing will take effect immediately, subject to the pro- 
visions of Par. 3 of G.O. 44, which provides that ‘al! officers 
of the Regular Navy holding the rank of permanent lieutenant 
commander or above shall be outfitted as above by July 1, 
1921; other officers shall be so outfitted by May 1, 1922.” 

The evening dress coat and waistcoat are not specified articles 
of uniform for chief warrant officers and warrant officers. 
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THE OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 
Increase in Commissions Reported. 





For the first time in more than a year the War De- 
partment reports an increase in appointments in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. On Jan. 31, 1920, the strength 
of the O.R.C. was 60,614. By May 31, 1920, this had 
increased to 69,149, and by Nov. 30, 1920, had fallen 
to 66,346; to 65,630 on Feb. 28, 1921; and to 65,625 on 
March 31, 1921. The week ending April 23 showed an 
increase of several hundred and it is now believed that 
a steady upward movement has set in toward the 100,000 
Reserve officers the War Department desires to attain. 
The reservoir of material, composed exclusively of offi- 
cers who served in the World War, is approximately 
175,000, and it is hoped that a large proportion of these 
former officers will make application for appointment as 
the activities provided for the corps increase. 

R.O.T.C. Graduates for Reserve Corps. 

The various educational institutions have recommended 
977 graduates who are*members of R.O.T.C. units for 
appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, should they 
prove eligible to receive commissions upon the date of 
graduation from the senior course. The total is very 
much smaller than had been expected by the War De- 
partment, and great credit is accorded the southeastern 
portion of the country for standing at the head of the 
list. By corps areas, the total is made up as follows: 
Ist, 122: 2d, 100; 3d, 182; 4th, 281; 5th, 58; Gth, 63; 
7th, 28; 8th, 68; 9th, 75. 

Organization Plans Under Way. 


Plans looking toward the location and designation of 
units of the Organized Reserves are being made in the 
War Department. Tables have been submitted to corps 
area commanders for their recommendation and report 
with the purpose of locating and designating all tlie 
units of the Organized Reserves in their respective corps 
areas. This amounts to a general plan for all the units 
in all corps areas, which after being studied by the com- 
manding generals will be reported to the War Depart- 
ment by June 1. When the tables have been approved 


active organization of the units will be started im- 
mediately. 
The classification of the Reserve officers, which is 


going on-in the offices of the chiefs of branches and 
corps, is well under way and the special qualifications 
of all officers will be in the hands of the corps area com- 
manders by June 15. Thereafter the corps area com- 
manders in the organization of units of the Organized 
Reserves will be in a position to assign qualified officers 
to these units. Formulation of regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the Officers’ Reserve Corps is in progress, 
and as soon as funds are available the War Department 
will be able to have these regulations printed and dis- 
tributed. The regulations govern the promotions of offi 
cers in the Reserve Corps, and the appointment of addi- 
tional officers needed for the units of the Organized Re- 
serves. During the process of classification transfers 
are also being made to the newly authorized sections, 


which embrace general service, military intelligence, 
military police, sanitary and staff specialist sections. 


Also selection is being made of the speciaily qualified 
officers for duty with the War Department General Staff, 
and duty under the chiefs of services so that in case of 
emergency the War Department will be in a position to 
assign such officers without delay. 

Preparation of regulations is proceeding in step with 
organization activities in regard to the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps so that at the conclusion of this summer's civilian 
training camps selections may be made of enlisted spe- 
cialists who will serve with units of the Organized Re- 
serves. The lack of appropriations has hampered the 
War Department during the current fiscal year in sus- 
taining the interest of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, so 
that it has been necessary to mark time until Congress 
provides funds which will be available after June 30. 


Classification of Reserve Officers. 

Further instructions relating to the classification of 
Reserve officers have been sent to the chiefs of branches 
by direction of the Secretary of War. These instruc- 
tions provide that Reserve officers of National Guard 
commission, or Reserve officers who are warrant oflicers 
or enlisted men of the National Guard, will in all cases 
be made available for assignment by corps area com- 
manders, none being retained for assignment at this 
time by the War Department or its branches. These 
Reserve officers will be carried by corps area commanders 
as Reserve officers assigned to the National Guard of the 
state with which they are serving. Assignment to or- 
ganizations of the National Guard is a function of the 
state. In all cases Reserve officers who are warrant offi- 
cers or enlisted men of the Regular Army will be held 
for the present as available for assignment by chiefs of 
branches of the Army. . These Reserve officers consti- 
tute a class immediately available for necessary use by 
the War Department in accordance with conditions 
existing when an emergency arises. They will not be 
given specific war assignments in time of peace, as the 
use to be made of them in an emergency cannot be defi- 
nitely foreseen. Chiefs of branches will prepare, from 


time to time, tentative plans for the use of these: off- 
cers in an emergency, with due regard to the needs and 
missions of the three components of the Army of the 
United States. Should an emergency arise, chiefs of 
branches will recommend, in accordance with the cir- 
cumstances, the use to be made of such Reserve officers. 
These instructions will not apply to warrant officers or 
enlisted men stationed outside the continental limits of 
the United States. All such officers will be made avail- 
able by department and cotps area commanders in the 
same manner as all other Reserve officers.. Reserve offi- 
cers of the General Staff eligible list, except those also 
commissioned in the National Guard, not reserved for 
the War Department General Staff will, without excep- 
tion, be made available for assignment by department 
and corps area commanders and will, in general, be as- 
signed by the latter to General Staff duties.

GEN. HARRIS TESTIFIES IN BERGDOLL 

Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant Genera) of 
the Army, was a witness in Washington on May 2 be- 
fore a special committee of the House appointed to in- 
vestigate the escape of Grover C. Bergdoll, a 
draft dodger, who succeeded in eluding two

geants in Philadelphia who had been sent to guard hjm 
while he searched, with one of his lawyers, for $150,000 
in gold which it was alleged be had buried in the 
mountains one day’s journey from Washington. He is 
now in Germany. General Harris frankly told the com- 
mittee that he was responsible for the release, under 


guard, of Bergddll from Fort Jay for the purpose men- 
tioned, adding that Mr. Samuel 'T. Ansell, formerly Aet- 
ing Judge Advocate General of the Army, who was an- 
other of Bergdoll’s lawyers, had asked that he be re- 


leased for the purpose of searching for the gold. Mr. 
Ansell had assured him that the story about the hidden 


gold was true and also that Bergdoll would be returned 
to Fort Jay immediately after the gold had been taken 
from the ground. Under ordinary circumstances he 
would have acted in person at once on Mr. Ansell’s ap- 
plication for Bergdoll’s release, he said, but he showed 


the lawyer’s letter to Major Gen. Peyton C. March, 
U.S.A., who “merely glanced at it,’’ General Harris 
said.. General March asked him if he kuew of any ob- 
jection to granting the request, to which he replied that 
he thought Mr. Ansell believed Bergdoll had actually 
hidden the gold, whereupon General March said, “Go 


ahead,” the witness said, “or.words to that effect. 
The reason the expedition was surrounded with a cer- 


tain amount of secrecy, General Harris said. was 
that he wished to spare the feelings of the prisoner 
and his family. The witness said that the first in- 
formation he received that Bergdoll had eluded his 
guards was from Mr. Ansell. ‘The facts were laid be- 
fore Secretary of War Baker, who declined to see Mr. 
Ansell when he expressed a wish to see him, but the 
Secretary sent word to Mr. Ansell to find the escaped 
prisoner and return him to Fort Jay, as he had prom-

time, or that he had used his political influence to

doll’s release from prison so that he could search for 
the hidden gold. His denial followed the testimony of 
Mr. Ansell, who told how he became connected with the 
case and inferred that Judge Westcott knew of the hid- 
den gold story before Bergdol!l escaped. On the witness 


stand Judge Westcott declared that Mr. Ansell knew he 


had not stated the fact when he made this statement, 
and said Mr. Ansell would not dare to make such a 
statement outside the courtroom. He denied that he 
had been of counsel in the case or had ever received 
money from Bergdoll for such service. 


In the hearing May 4 Mr. Ansell, who wes on the wit- 
ness stand, denied he had broken faith with General 
Harris, and said that his chief regret was that he had 
been the man at whose instance the General approved 
the gold-seeking expedition. General Harris, he added, 
officers at Covernors 


had relied upon the judgment of 

Island to see that the prisoner was adequately guarded. 
Replying to Representative Johnson's contention that 
as Mr. Ansell had promised to be responsible for the 
safe return of the prisoner he was bound to do so. the 
witness contended that even if there had been an errcr 
of judgment the request for Bergdoll’s release was made 
in good faith, and that under military regulations the 
authorities, and not his lawyers, were responsible for 
his safekeeping. He declared that he had been actuated 
by only one motive; that he did what was possible te 


apprehend the prisoner and that he had no fe of in- 
vestigation or prosecution.

Major 
Max R. Wainer, U.S.A., who was previously on duty in 
connection with the Bureau of War Risk Insuranes, and 


organized the Personnel Section, has been detailed again 
to that bureau and placed in charge of co-ordinating the 
seattered field activities that pertain to rehabilitation 
of the soldiers. He is now on a tour of the country 
endeavoring to effect a working combination. Director 
Forbes has decided upon several constructive schemes 
proposing to establish a closer contact between the Govy- 
ernment and disabled men. He will launch immediately 
a program to provide adequate hospitals, placing the 
whole duty upon the Government and removing the bur- 
den from private instititione; inaugurate an inspection 
system for all hospitals; introduce more humaneness in 
caring for former Service men, and start an educational 
campaign to acquaint Service men with the rights due 
them from the Government. He said he intended visit- 
ing many of the hospitals, and that he expected te de 
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his utmost to see that the men who fought in the war 
are given proper hospital treatment and that the com- 
pensation claims of disabled veterans are given prompt 
attention. 
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Seeks Survivors OF THE SAMOAN HURRICANE. 

Lieut. Ernest V. Sandstrom, U.S.N., commanding the 
U.S.S. Eagle 33, now at submarine base, New London, 
Conn., as secretary of the Association of Survivors of 
the Samoan Disaster, 1889, is desirous of obtaining the 
names of officers or men who were serving either in the 
U.S.S. Trenton, Vandalia or Nipsic on March 16, 1889, 
the date of the hurricane in which the two former ships 
were lost and the Nipsic partly wrecked; other than 
those who are already members of the association. On 
March 16, 1921, the association was formed at Boston, 
with Rear Admiral Benton C. Decker, U.S.N., who was 
a cadet in the Trenton at the time of the disaster, as 
president. A pamphlet issued by the association con- 
tains a roster of the known living survivors, but it is 
believed there are many others whose names and ad- 
dresses are not known to the association and who it is 
thought would be glad to join the association did they 
know of its. existence. At the March meeting many 
reminiscences were exchanged of the troublous times 
which existed in Samoa both before the three American 
naval vessels arrived at Apia and on and after the day 
of the burricane. Among those who related interesting 
experiences were Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan, U.S.N., 
who was in command of the Nipsic before and after the 
hurricane,. and whose actions in checkmating. many of 
the activities of the German warships at Apia and of 
the German consul general there, whose attitude toward 
American Navy officers, as well as civilians, official and 
others, was exceedingly unfriendly, was the occasion of 
strong commendation by American Navy. officers as well 
as the American public. 
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New Course ror OrRpDNANCE Dept. OFFICERS. 

There will be a number of vacancies in the Ordnance 
Department after appointment of the successful appli- 
cants who took examination for second lieutenants from 
civil life April 25, so that applications for detail or 
transfer from officers of the line who possess the neces- 
sary qualifications will continue to receive favorable 
action. The Ordnance Department has completed ar- 
rangements with the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology whereby a special course of one year will be con- 
ducted for officers of Ordnance. It starts with a review 
of advanced mathematics and applied mechanics, in- 
cludes regular technical courses offered, and _ special 
courses in Ordnance subjects. The second year’s course 
will be at the Ordnance School of Technology at the 
Watertown Arsenal and will include practical work in 
the shops and power plant. These courses will offer 
unusual professional advantages of the Army officer. 
This change will substitute the course at Tech. for the 
course now being given at the Ordnance School of Ap- 
plication at the Aberdeen Proving Ground. This will 
give the student officers the advantage of the unusual 
technical facilities at Tech. and not require a change 
of station at the end of the first year’s instruction. The 
Ordnance Department is pursuing the policy of holding 
a large part of its vacancies to be filled by transfer or 
detail from the line, since in this way its work can be 
kept in closer touch with the point of view and require- 
ments of the line, a contact which is essential, but 
which” will be more difficult to maintain as the propor- 
tion .of appointments from civil life increases.

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Secretary DenBy AT Great LAKES STATION. 

In an address to 5,000 bluejackets at the Great Lakes 
Training Station on May 2, Secretary of the Navy 
Denby laid stress upon good service being his measure 
of the fitness of an officer or enlisted man.’ He said: 
“The Navy is no place for the slacker or the shirk. It 
is a pretty poor place for the whimperer or the whining 
boy. I distrust the man who tries to shirk his duties. 
I have no use for the fellow who studies the regulations 
to see bow far an officer can go in giving orders. That 
type of man I know as a sea lawyer. I want’ you men 
to take an intensive pride in yourselves and your Ser- 
vice. Don’t bring disrespect to the uniform you wear. 
If you can’t do this, get out of the Navy. My confi- 
dence in you shall be guided by but one star, and that is 
the star of good service. While I am Secretary of the 
Navy I guarantee you will be well fed, well clothed and 
well officered.” At the conclusion of the address the 
Secretary reviewed the personne! at the station, who 
then marched to the center of the drill ground, where in 


immense letters they formed the letters D-K-N-B-Y, also 


the words Great Lakes. In the evening the Secretary 
was guest of honor at a dinner of the Union League 
Club. During his visit to Great Lakes the Secretary 


set at rest a rumor that the station was to be abandoned.

RETIREMENT FOR EMERGENCY OFFICERS OrposeEpD. 
Replying to an inquiry regarding proposed legislation 
making disabled officers eligible for retire- 
ment, Secretary of War Weeks made public on May 4 
a long letter he had written to a civilian interested in 
the legislation in which he expressed his strong dis- 
approval of such a plan. He expressed the belief that 
the relief of emergency Army officers was one of compen- 
sation under the War Risk Insurance act. Retirement, 
he declared, was an entirely different matter and one 
reserved for the Regular Army alone. About 200,000 
emergency officers served in the war, he said, and while 
he recognized the need for seeing that all such officers 
receive adequate compensation under the War Risk In- 
surance act he points out that to give all emergency 
officers retirement privileges would entail large expense 
and would hardly be just to the huge enlisted personnel 
that served in the war. Secretary Weeks also states that 
at present enlisted men of the Regular Army who were 
disabled during the war are urging that they be given 
conmissions and be thereby enabled to retire. Fre- 
quently non-commissioned Regulars and even privates, 
Mr. Weeks states, were required to assume command. 
The request for a commissioned status in order to en- 
able them to get retired pay is based largely on this fact.

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NOTES OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 


Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., has notified the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars of his acceptance of the office of 
honorary chairman of the national service bureau com- 
mittee of that organization, according to a letter received 
by R. W. Elton, adjutant general of the Veterans. The 
committee is seeking to raise $500,000 in the metro- 
politan district of New York city for the purpose of 
establishing a bureau there to provide emergency relief 
for, and otherwise assist, ill and crippled war veterans. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., arrived at Manila, 
P.I., May 4, accompanied by W. Cameron Forbes, for- 
mer Governor General of the Philippines, and met with 
a cordial reception. General Wood was the guest of 
honor on April 28 at a dinner in Yokohama that was 
arranged for him by several hundred Americans living 
in that city and in Tokio. He told his hosts the United 
States Government was doing everything it could to keep 
alive the spirit of friendliness with the Allies, of which 
Japan was one, and that “we want to keep up our good 
relations with those by whose side we fought.’ Pvresi- 
dent Harding, he added, would do everything possible to 
establish the commercial policy of the United States, in- 
cluding a proper share of the ocean-carrying trade and 
helpful co-operation with American business men abroad. 
On his arrival in Japan, he declared, he was received 
with “that exquisite courtesy which the empire knows 
so well how to extend.” 

Lieut. Col. Lincoln C. Andrews,-U.S.A., retired, who 
during the World War served as a brigadier general in 
the National Army with the A.E.F., bas been appointed 
chief executive officer of the newly appointed Transit 
Commission of New York at a salary of $10,000 a year.

The two officers left Rockwell Field, 
Calif., in an airplane on Aug. 21, 1919, for the purpose 
of patrolling the Mexican border between San Diego 
and Yuma. Nothing more was heard of them until an 
American arrived at Nogales, Ariz., from Guaymas, 
Mexico, on Oct. 2, 1919, and told the military com- 
mander there that he and others had found the bodies of 
the murdered officers in rough graves at the edge of the 
sea at Bahia de los Angeles. Several wounds were 
found on each, and it was also discovered that they had 
been robbed. 

Reeve Memorial Prize Awarded Major T. M. Spaulding. 

The Military Service Instituticn announces through 
its secretary, Chaplain Edmund Banks Smith, from the 
office of the Institution, at Governors Island, that the 
Reeve Memorial Prize for the successful essay in the 
competition closing May 1 has been awarded to Major 
Thomas Marshall Spaulding, C.A.C., Gen. Staff, Wash- 
ington. The judges were Brig. Gens. Grote Hutcheson, 
William Weigel and A. J. Bowley. The prize is $70 in 
old and the essay will be published in the Infantry 
ournal. The subject for the essay was: “The lessons 
of the World War as applied to our detailed staff sys- 
tem; and the effect of modifications of this system as 

contained in the act of June 4, 1920.” 





ARMY ITEMS. 


The sixth impromptu horse show of the American Re- 
mount Association, scheduled to be held at the polo field 
in Potomac Park, Washington, on May 8, will be held 
instead at the show grounds of the National Capital 
Horse Show Association, Arlington’ Park, Va. (just 
across the Highway Bridge) on the same date. 

Transport Buford Makes Rescue at Sea. 

The U.S. Army transport Buford on May 4, while en 
route to Seattle, Wash., rescued sixty-five persons from 
the Japanese steamer Tokyo Maru in longitude 125 de- 
grees west, latitude 45 degrees 35 minutes north. She 
found the burning steamer and lowered boats to rescue 
survivors one hour after receiving the SOS message for 
help. Twenty-two men, one woman and four children 
were placed in the ship’s hospital as the result of ex- 
posure. 


No Funds for Transportation of Military Students. 

Enlisted men who entered the Field Artillery School 
at Fort Sill, Okla., for the course in saddlery and stable 
sergeants completed their courso on April 23, but on ac- 
count of no funds for transportation they are obliged to 
remain at the school. It is understood they are needed 
badly in their regiments, as the work they would do if 
they were there is being done by civilians at a cost 
much greater than the pay and subsistence of enlisted 
men qualified to do the same duties. The same handicap 


@xists at other schools, but the students cannot be re- 
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turned to their regiments unti! Congress makes appro- 
priations available. 


Auditing of Property Accounts of Officers. 

Property accounts of all Army officers stationed in 
European and South American. countries, except those 
connected with the Graves Registration Service, and 
those in the American Forces in Germany, will hereafter 
be audited by the Finance officer of the 2d Corps Area. 
Property accounts of officers stationed in Asiatic coun- 
tries (except those at Tientsin, China), in Australia 
and the Pacifim islands other than those in American 
possession, will be audited by the Finance office of the 
9th Corps Area. Accounts of all other officers on for- 
— duty will bt audited upon their return to the United 
States. 


Health Conditions at San Juan, P.R. 

In the statement as to the health of the troops issued 
from the office of the Surgeon General of the Army on 
April 22 it is noted that recently bubonic plague ap- 
peared at San Juan, P.R. There have been few human 
cases in San Juan. The rat population of the city is 
still infected and the percentage of plague infected rats 
among those collected is showing little improvement. 
During March there was one death from plague on the 
military reservation at the post of San Juan. This case 
was a child three years old in the family of one of 
the Porto Rican non-commissioned officers. 


Walter Reed Hospital Fire Protection. 

To ensure better fire protection at Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital, the War Department has directed that 
the wall board be replaced by plaster board in the two 
rooms of each ward used as diet kitchens and dressing 
rooms; that electric wiring and fire alarm circuits be 
renewed where necessary, and that additional fire alarm 
boxes, fire hydrants and water connections be installed: 
the cost not to exceed $33,360, funds for whick are 
available from the appropriation—“Construction snd 
Repair of Hospitals.” The above improvements will be 
made, wherever possible, in such manner as not to re- 
quire alteration when the permanent scheme of con- 
struction at Walter Recd General Hospital has been 
completed. 

12th and 13th Cavalry Polo. 

In the polo contest played at Fort Clark, Texas. be- 
tween the 12th and 13th Cavalry on April 17, there 
being teams from the commissioned and enlisted person- 
nel of both organizations, the officers’ team of the 15th 
made a score of 17 against 5 for the 12th, while the en- 
listed men’s team of the 12th scored 7 against 2 of the 
13th Cavalry. The 13th’s officers team swept that of 
the 12th completely “off their feet,” scoring a goal within 
thirty seconds after the ball was put into play. The en- 
listed men’s teams had never before played a game. The 
officers and ladies of the 13th outdid themselves in enter- 
taining the visitors from Del Rio, says the Chaplain's 
Bulletin, organ of the 13th Cavalry. Among those who 
entertained at their home were Lieut. Col. and Mrs. E. 
R. Coppock, Majors and Mmes. A. T. Colley and Y: R. 
Bell, Capts. and Mmes. H. L. Branson, Turner, Hough- 
ton. and Davis and Lieut. and Mrs. de Saussure and the 
bachelor officers. At a tea given by Mmes. Coppock, 
Boone and Colley, Mrs. Wilson C. von Kessler assisted 
at the tea table and Mrs. Bell and Mrs. S. Q. Elmore at 
the punch bowl.

No Desertions in 3d and 16th Cavalry. 

Col. William C. Rivers, commanding the 3d Cavalry, 
at Fort Myer, Va., and Col. Walter C. Short, command- 
ing the 16th Cavalry at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, have 
been officially complimented for having no desertions in 
their commands. A letter sent by order of Major Gen. 
W. A. Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry, under date of Wash- 
ington, April 27, 1921, to Colonel Rivers says: “The 
records of The A.G.O. show that for the month of 
March, 1921, your regiment, and also the 16th Cavalry, 
were the only ones stationed in the United States that 
had no desertions, The same record was held by your 
regiment for the months of February, and the Chief of 
Cavalry wishes me to congratulate you and your offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers on this excellent 
showing. He wishes again that your non-commissioned 
officers particularly be made to understand that the 
remedies for desertions lie largely in their hands, and 
that contentment in barrack life is largely produced by 
their efforts. To them and your troop officers this fine 
record is due, and to them should be given the eredit.” 


Seek Clemency for Former 24th Infantrymen. 


Efforts to effect the release of sixty-three former en- 
listed men of the 24th Infantry who were sentenced by 
a G.C.M. in 1917 to various terms of imprisonment at 
the Federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas., have 
been renewed. The offense of which they were con- 
victed was rioting at Houston, Texas, in August, 1917, 
when an Army officer and a number of civilians were 
killed by men of the 24th. A G.C.M. sentenced twenty- 
four of these men to be hung and the sentence was 
carried out. Ten of the present sixty-three prisoners 
were also sentenced to death, but by order of Presi- 
dent Wilson their sentences were commuted to life 
imprisonment. The others received sentences of vari- 
ous lengths. A petition for executive clemency and for 
a pardon, was forwarded to President Harding through 
Secretary of War Weeks some time ago. The present 
effort to obtain the release of. the prisoners was made 
by one of their attorneys at Leavenworth last week, 
when Judge John C. Pollock, of the Federal Court, 
signed an order permitting an appeal to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The appeal will probably be heard 
by that court at Denver, Colo., in September. In a writ 
asked for from Judge Pollock counsel contended that 
the order for the G.C.M. wag not in accordance with 
the laws as set forth in the C.M. Manual; that at the 
time of the riot the prisoners were not performing mili- 
tary duty for the United States and also that the United 
States was not then at war. It was further alleged 
that the men were convicted under special orders from 
headquarters, Southern Department, which were not 
regularly issued, and furthermore that there was no 
legal evidence against many of the petitioners. Judge 


Pollock denied the writ but signed an order allowing an 
appeal. ' ae

Cavatry Boarp Reports on LEATHER PRESERVATION. 
After exhaustive study and experimentation, the Cav- 
alry Board has concluded that it is impracticable to 
combine both cleansing and preservative properties in 
a single preparation for the care of cavalry leather 
equipment. The suggestion of combining castile soap, 
saddle soap and neat’s-foot oil into one was su ited, 
and with reference to the matter in its report to the 
Chief of Cavalry, the board discusses the p) of 
these substances: Castile soap is a pow cleanser 
since it frequently contains excess of free alkali which 
helps to remove oil, sweat and dirt, but it has no ten- 
dency to soften or preserve leather, Saddle soap has no 
free alkali and is only mildly cleansing but contains un- 
combined fatty substance available for softening and 
preserving. Neat's-foot has no cleansing properties but 
softens and preserves leather. The logical employment 
of the three is discussed. Leather equipment when first 
received is usually clean but stiff, hard and dry. It 
should be lightly oiled at once. The mild cleansing and 
preserving properties of saddle soap will keep it in good 
condition for several weeks, Thereafter, from time to 
time, particularly after equipment has been exposed to 
rain and mud or excessive sweat, all surface dirt should 
be entirely removed by thorough washing with ecastile 
soap, then partially dried in the shade and lightly coated 
with neat’s-foot oil. The normal use of saddle soap is 
then resumed until a thorough cleansing is again neces- 
sary. The method of combining the three substances in 
one is not regarded as advantageous sinee the special 
properties of each are reduced through combination. 


Orricers’ Course at Motor Transport ScnHoor. 

The next course of training for officers in the Motor 
Transport Special Service School, Camp Holabird, Md., 
will begin July 11, according to an announcement made 
by Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, Q.M.G. of the Army. 
Officers who wish to take the course must report at 
school not later than July 7. The course is of approxi- 
mately five months. It is general im its nature and in- 
cludes the essentials in theory of automotive engineer- 
ing and practice in the fundamental trade operations 
that enter into the maintenance and operation of motor 
vehicles. Practical demonstrations are conducted in the 
following departments of the school: Machinists, igni- 
tion and carburetion, chauffeur mechanics, auto me- 
chanics, battery repair and rebuilding, welding, sheet 
metal and radiator repair, warehousing and issue of 
spare parts, tire repair, wood-working and wheel build- 
ing, motorcycle, blacksmithing and spring making, paint- 
ing, trimming and upholstery. All requests for permis- 
sion to take this course of instruction should be for- 
warded through channels to the Quartermaster General 
of the Army. 








RESTRICTION ON LONG-DISTANCE TELEPHONE USE. 

Many Army officers having m. le free use of long-dis- 
tance telephone service, incurring cost of individual mes- 
sages varying from $3 to $15, the Chief Signal Officer 
reported to the War Department. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army consequently issued instructions calling 
the attention of corps area and department commanders, 
the chiefs of War Department branches and command- 
ing officers generally, to the fact that the most expensive 
means of communication is the long distance telephone 
and that it is necessary that more stringent restrictions 
be imposed. This service therefore will be resorted to 
only in extreme cases where the exigencies of the Ser- 
vice demand such prompt action that the delay incident 
to other means of communication will not be permissible. 
Attention was also directed to Par. 1194, Army Regula- 
tions, which provides: “The long-distance telephone will 
be used only in case of urgent and imperative necessity, 
in which the delay upon transmission by telegraph or 
mail would be prejudicial to the public interests.”

It is 
explained in The Adjutant Geneial’s Office that the serial 
numbers were adopted to replace the old signal numbers

The signal numbers were assigned some years ago when

In adopting numbers to repla the old 
ones it was decided that a system of serial numbers 
which would in general follow the actual or constructive 
date of original commissions would not only accommo- 
date any expansion in the commissioned personnel, but 
would also be a general guide as to the relative stand- 
ing of the officers whose names appear on the promotion, 
or single, list. 

As the February Army List and Directory explains: 
General officers and officers who held the grade of colonel 
pricr to.July 1, 1920, have been assigned serial numbers 
in the order of their relative rank. This includes Nos. 


1 to 394. Officers whose names appear on the promotion 
list have been assigned serial numbers which follow the 
sequence of the pron.otion list, beginning with No. 395. 


Officers whose names do not appear on the promotion 
list (medical officers, chaplains, etc.), who held rank be- 
low colonel prior to July 1, 1920, have been assigned 
serial numbers following those of officers of the same 


rade and length of service whose names appear on that 
z 5 I 


list.” 

The signal numbers were used only in cablegrams and 
code messages. It is proposed in addition to use the pres- 
ent serial numbers in certain cases to facilitate the iden- 
tification of communications and records. The serial 
numbers will also be used in the system recently in- 
stalled by The Adjutant General for recording the spe 
cial qualifications of officers, and by the Chief of Finance 


in connection with the Finance Department accounting 
system. There are many cases where two or more offi- 
cers now in the Service have identical names, and dur- 
ing the war these cases were numerous. Even now there 
are four William A. Smiths and six William Smiths with 
other middle initials, for example. ‘There have been 
many. cases where official communications have been re- 


turned to the senders in order that the perscn mentioned 
might be described more definitely. In one case a com- 
manding officer recommended a captain for 
and the promotion was made. In his letter 
mendation, however, this commanding officer omitted one 
letter from the name of the captain, which made the 
recommendation cover another captain in his command 
and not the officer it was intended to cover. In another 
ease there were three officers of the same renk with the 
same first name, middle name and surname, and all were 
serving as members of the staffs of divisions. As these 
three officers followed each other through the same camps 
their cases presented considerable difficulty at times. It is 
proposed to use the serial number to obviate confusion 
in such cases. A serial number will therefore eventually 
be assigned to every officer of the Regular Army, active 
or retired, and to every Reserve officer. Naturally these 
serial numbers will be unchanging. 

The table on page 112 of the February Army List and 
Directory, headed “To Determine Your Position on the 
Promotion List,” was placed there by Major Gen. Peter 
C. Harris, The Adjutant General, so that officers sta- 
tioned outside of Washington who did not have access to 
the promotion list could have at hand information as to 
their approximate standing on the list. This table is in- 
tended to give each officer his approximate standing as 
of Feb. 1, 1921, and the computation will in each case 
show a number smaller than that given the officer in the 
original promotion list, owing to the losses in the com- 
missioned strength of the Army. The officers owe their 
thanks to General Harris for working out this table so 
that they may themselves find their approximate stand- 
ings, for there has been widespread interest, as was 
natural, pending the issue in pamphlet form of the pro- 
motion list'in its actual chronological order. As we-have 
stated, this War Department pamphlet which will be dis- 
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ttibuted to each yer i ‘on the promotion, or single, list 
will shortly be off the press. 
The serial numbers are not to be confounded with de- 


termination of lineal rank. The arrangement of the 
lineal list of officers in each grade, as shown in the lineal 
list section of the Army List, is an entirely separate 
matter from the sequence of officers on the promotion 
list. Under Cavalry, for instance, we find the lieutenant 
colonels arranged in order of precedence from Nos. 1 to 
73 in their own arm, and in a separate column appears 
their relative rank number among all lieutenant colonels 
of the various arms. For example, W. L. Lubn is the 
senior lieutenant colonel of Cavalry, but is No. 174 on 
the’ precedence list of the lieutenant colonels of the 
Army. This is determined under the provisions of the 
eighth paragraph of Sec. 127a; National Defense act as 
amended by act of June 4, 1920. Lieut. Col. F. E. Hop- 
kins is No. 1 in the Field Artillery arm, but he is No. 2 
in his grade in the Army precedence list; while W._H. 
Monroe, who heads the list (No. 1) among lieutenant 
colonels of Coast Artillery, has relative rank or preced- 
ence number of 217 as lieutenant colonel in the Army. 

The law as to determination of precedence in all mat- 
ters except promotion, as it appears in the act of June 4, 
1920, referred to above, reads: “Unless special assign- 
ment is made by the President under the provisions of 
the 119th Article of War, all officers in the active service 
of the United States in any grade shall take rank ac- 
cording to date, which, in the case of an officer of the 
Regular Army, is that stated in his commission or letter 
of appointment, and, in the case of a Reserve officer or 
an officer of the National Guard called into the service 
of the United States, shall precede that on which he is 
placed on active duty by a period, equal fo the total 
length of active service which he may have performed 
in the grade in which called or any higher grade. When 
dates of rank are the same, precedence shall be deter- 
mined by length of active commissioned service in the 
Army. When.length of such service is the same, officers 
of the Regular Army shall take rank among themselves 
according to their places on the promotion list, preceding 
Reserve and National Guard officers of the same date of 
rank and length of service, who shall take rank among 
themselves according to age.”

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ENLISTED MEN ENTERING WEST POINT. 

There were seventy-eight enlisted men of the Regular 
Army to be admitted as cadets at the U.S. Military 
Academy as a result of the March examinations, the 
largest number admitted from the ranks since the act 
of May 4, 1916, provided for such admissions. This 
number may be increased by two or three when action 
has been taken on a number of cases now pending, so 
that it is safe to say the admissions from the ranks will 
approximate eighty. The number is impressive because 
of the fact that only thirty were admitted as a result 
of the March examinations in 1920, and it demonstrates 
the effectiveness of the Army preparatory schools main- 
tained for more than six months, at which the enlisted 
men took a course of studies fitting them to take the 
entrance examination. This was an intensive course, 





. with instruction imparted by Regular Army officers who 


at certain places were assisted by the civilian instruc- 
tors engaged in education and recreation work. To 
Camp Dix, N.J., which is under command of Major Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, among the most enthusiastic offi- 
cers in the Service in doing all possible for the mental 
advancement of the men, falls the premium in the show- 
ing of enlisted men who qualified at the examination. 
Fifty per cent. of the candidates from Camp Dix quali- 
fied, and to Lieut. Bernard L. Stearns, who was in 
charge of the preparatory school at that camp, much 
commendation should be extended for his efficiency as 
shown in the result. Camp Travis and the American 
Forces in Germany also made excellent showings in the 
number of candidates who qualified, but Camp Dix was 
far in adyance of either. 

The preparatory schools were instituted in the former 
departments, and as would be expected the old Eastern 
Department produced the largest number of enlisted men 
admitted to the Military Academy—thirty-five. Ex- 
pressing the geographical boundaries of the old depart- 
ments in terms of corps areas, the admissions from each 
follow: First, five; second (and third), ‘thirty-five; 
fourth, five; fifth (and sixth), eight; seventh (and 
eighth), ten; ninth, three; departments—Panama, two; 
Hawaiian, five; Philippines, none; and American Forces 
in Germany, five. The preparatory school idea was 
suggested in 1919 by Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The 
Adjutant General, and was approved by the War De- 
partment, which issued an order that preparatory schools 
be operated in each department for the preparation of 
candidates to enter the Military Academy in 1921. It 
is now believed that since the success of the plan has 
been so splendidly demonstrated in the great increase 
of admissions from the ranks, the War Department will 
authorize preparatory courses to be. conducted in. each 
corps area and department in future. The admission of 
eighteen candidates from the National Guard also shows 
an increase, although it is still disappointing to the 
War Department from the point of view of the new 
status assigned to the National Guard in.the Army Re- 
organization act. The War Department and the Regu- 
lar officers hope that the number of admissions from the 
National Guard in the future will match the number 
from the ranks of the Army. The National Guard aq- 
missions wére eleven in 1920, and the small increase js 
due to some extent to the fact that some states are stil] 


without .National Guard units. Pennsylvania, whose 
Guard is well organized, headed the list this year with 
five admissions; New York was second with two. 





MAXIMUM STRENGTH FOR U.S.M.A. 


Senator Wadsworth, of New York, has introdueed a 
bill (S. 1858) “to provide for maintaining the Corps of 
Cadets at the U.S. Military Academy at its maximum 
authorized strength,” which will doubtless be of much 
interest to alternate candidates. This bill, which is 
similar to measures introduced in the 66th Congress, 
provides in effect that all vacancies at the Military 
Academy not filled as the result of regular entrance ex- 
aminations shall become available for the admission of 
qualified alternates selected in their order of merit es- 
tablished at such entrance examinations, said alternates 
to be admitted as additional cadets from the United 
States at large, and their admission in no manner to 
affect appointments from the states and Congressional 
districts. Under the provisions of this bill every alter- 
nate candidate who qualifies would be assured of admis- 
sion to the Military Academy until such time as the 
Corps of Cadets reaches its authorized maximum 
strength. An alternate appointment, therefore, would 
become fully as desirable as a principal appointment. It 
is believed that many years will clapse, even under the 
operation of the proposed law, before the Corps of 
Cadets will reach its full strength, for there have been 
vacancies during the last year of approximately thirty- 
five per cent. because of the fact that principals were 
not designated by Senators and Representatives. Con- 
sequently it appears probable that such a law will do 
more to increase the number of cadets actually at West 
Point than any measure which might be taken, except 
an increase in the maximum authorized strength. 

As an example of the condition relative to admissions 
to West Point it may be stated that there were 416 va- 
cancies prior ‘to the March, 1921, examination. - The 
273 admissions as a result of that examination reduce 
the vacancies to 143 at the present time. Should all thx 
qualified alternates available be admitted they would 
still fall short some fifty or more of filling the vacancies 
and giving the Military Academy for the first time in its 
history its full authorized strength of 1,338. The pas- 
sage of Senator Wadsworth’s bill can be urged from 
every point of view, for it renders available just the 
quality of material desired for the Army, by permitting 
the appointment of young men who qualify, but under 
present law are shut out by reason of their principals 
being admitted. The measure would be of great addi- 
tional benefit to the Army by giving to it a greater num- 
ber of its officers schooled in this greatest of military 
institutions.

WAR DEPARTMENT “G.H.Q.” 

Further discussion of the inauguration of a skeleton- 
ized general headquarters, with General Pershing as its 
head, languished in military circles in Washington this 
week, for although General Pershing had returned from 
his visit to the West, he had not conferred with the 
Secretary of War up to May 4, and the Secretary had 
no further explanation of the proposed plan to offer. It 
is expected that when the plan has been matured and 
approved a full interpretative statement will be given 
out by Secretary Weeks, who evidently is satisfied that 
the course he is pursuing is correct and is certain the 
plan will be one of non-interference with the Chief of 
Staff or the War Department General Staff, for he has 
stated that “the Chief of Staff will continue to direct 
the administration of the Military Establishment in time 
of peace.” The Secretary has also said that General Per- 
shing’s skeletonized general headquarters would corre- 
spond to that which he had at Chaumont. Commenting on 
this a member of the War Department General Staff de- 
clared that it did not mean that General Pershing’s 
staff would necessarily be organized exactly as it was 
at Chaumont, but rather that this staff would be a 
skeletonized G.H.Q. such as the commander of the 
forces in the field needs for the operation of those forces. 
It was pointed out that the distribution of duties in the 
General Staff sections at Chaumont was different from 
the distribution of duties in the General Staff sections 
of the War Department during the war; and distribu- 
tion of duties at the present time is not the same as in 
the War Department during the war, nor at Chaumont; 
it is the result of war experience in both staffs. The 





, General Staffs at headquarters of departments, corps 


areas and divisions in our Army at the present time are 
organized along the same general lines as the War De- 
partment General Staff and it is the opinion in the War 
Department that Gener. Pershing’s skeletonized staff 
will be organized along similar lines. 

Colonel Palmer for Gen. Pershing’s Staff. 


Special orders were issued by the War Department on 
May 5 assigning Col. John McA. Palmer, commanding 
the.22d Infantry, with headquarters at Governors Island, 
N.Y., to the staff of Gen. Tohn J. Pershing in Washing- 
ton. The assignment was made at the request of Gen- 
eral Pershing. Colonel Palmer, who is considered an 
expert on Army organization, was the military adviser 
of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs and was 
credited with the construction of the Senate Army Re- 
organization bill for which-the House succeeded in sub- 


‘stituting the amended National Defense act, now known 


as the act of June 4, 1920... He brings to General Per- 
shing’s staff an equipment which is most highly regarded 


in Washington .military. circles .and it is. expected that 


he will become the chief, of staff.of the, proposed skele- 


tonized general headquarters soon ‘So he organized with 
General Pershing at its head. 
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“BATTLE” OF THE Arr SERVICES. 

The “battle” of the Air Services of the Army and 
Navy which has been revived in the daily press in re- 
ports indicating that the chiefs of these Air Services 
were on the point of personal onslaught, will probably 
result in the issuance of an official statement, either 
jointly by the Secretaries of War and the Navy or by 
the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, giving 
the facts of the situation. ‘These facts are, as stated in 
our issue of March 5, page 742, that in the joint bomb- 
ing experiments between Army and Navy bombing planes 
against the former German warcraft, the Navy will carry 
out an orderly series of tests not alone to demenstrate 
whether the sinking of ships with air bombs is feasible, 
but to bring out all possible data as to ship construc- 
tion to withstand bombardment from the air and all 
other matters which in any way relate to the experi- 
ment. The Army fliers will have every opportunity to 
test out their plans, which embrace the additional prob- 
lem of flying from land to sea and return; the Air Ser- 
vice is confident that it will solve this question even 
with a distance from shore to ships of more than fifty 
miles. The officers in the War Department and the 
Navy Department concerned with these plans declare 
that the liaison between the two Services relative to the 
joint bombing experiments is as perfect as it could well 
be and that positively there is not the slightest friction, 
as the “battle” reperts would indicate. These reports 
have merely had the tendency to create embarrassment, 
it is stated, and in addition are discouraging because of 
the false position in which it places the Army Air Ser- 
vice and the aviation activities of the Navy before the 
members of Congress who may otherwise lack informa- 
tion except that gleaned from newspaper reports. Mixed 
up in these reports, in the opinion of aviation officers, is 
considerable propaganda indicating that the disarma- 
ment adherents and the united Air Service proponents 
are both active in supplying material for the press, to 
whose iiterest it is to create the impression that while 
there is so serious a contention between the air interests 
of the Military and Naval Establishments nothing of 
worth in the defense plans of the nation can be ex- 
pected from either or both. Because of the seeming con- 
fusion created in the public mind as to the forthcoming 
bombing experiments and as to what the purpose of the 
experiments really is, representations have been made 
to Secretary of War Weeks and to Secretary of the 
Navy ‘Denby urging a joint statement of fact, or recom- 
mending that the President issue a statement of fact 
from the Advisory Committee on Aeronautics. It is 
thought likely that the latter course will be pursued 
since the President had the committee report to him on 
the general situation as te aeronautics and incorporated 
in his message to Congress practically all recommenda- 
tions made by a sub-committee of the National Advisory 
Committee, in which he has every confidence. 
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Wuy AN Army oF 150,000 MEN? 

Representative Byrnes, of South Carolina, who on 
April 30 succeeded in getting the House to adopt an 
amendment to the Army Appropriation bill. providing 
only enough funds for 150,000 enlisted men, stated that 
“no man is in a position to say exactly why the peace- 
time strength should be 185,000, 165,000, or 150,000. No 
man can speak with absolute authority on that subject, 
either in the War Department or out of it.” Repre- 
sentative Byrnes quoted statements made in the 66th 
Congress by Chairman Anthony, of the sub-committee, 
in reporting the bill, and by Representative Mondell, the 
House majority leader, that 150,000 men would be suffi- 
cient. The question, however, is as to where authorita- 
tive statement should come from in relation to the peace- 
time strength of the Regular Army, and Mr. Byrnes 
denies that there is a source which is authoritative. 
Where can Congress »r the country look for authorita- 
tive statement as to the needs of the Army in enlisted 
men if net to the Commander-in-Chief of the Army, who 
has just come into that exalted position, er the Com- 
mander-in-Chief whom he succeeded? Or to the Secre- 
tary of War that is and to his predecessor, or to the 
experienced chairmen of the Committees on Military 
Affairs, Senator Wadsworth and Representative Kahn? 
Or to Gen. John J. Pershing, commander of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces, or to Major Gen. Peyton C. 
March, Chief of Staff, who came from the scene of hos- 
tilities to administer the War Department activities 
which supported our expeditionary forces? All these gu- 
thorities are on record as opposing the cutting of the en- 
listed personnel of the Army below 175,000 men. To 
eut the Army to 150,000 will mean throwing over the 
military policy Congress adopted in the act of June 4, 
1920, after mature judgment. and careful consideration. 
For 150,000 men will mean perhaps only one war- 
strength and two peace-strength divisions upon which 
to erect the structure for national defense requiring an 
immediate mebilization of some million men in time of 
emergency “declared by Congress.” Congress demands 
such a structure by its act of June 4, 1920, and to cut 
below a workable skeleton structure is toying.with dan- 
ger and getting back to the days of unpreparedness which 
even members of Cosgress have declared must never 
again come to this coratry,; to make necessary the throw- 
ing of billions of doll.rs into the fire and the wasting ¢ of 
thouso’ds of lives. 
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SERVICE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

Naval Appropriation Bill Increase to $496,500,000. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, in executive 
session on May 3 and 4, considered the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill as passed by the House. The committee had 
before it Admiral R. E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions; Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, Chief of Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, and Rear Admiral David 
Potter, Chief of Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. The 
committee refused to add to the bill the Borah amend- 
ment (requesting the President to call a conference on 
reduction of naval armament); and voted to report to 
the Semate the amended Naval Appropriation bill as 
reported on Feb. 25, to the Senate of the 66th Congress. 
In the text of the report no change whatsoever was 


made except that the committee stated in an introduc- 
tory paragraph that world conditions had not materially 
clanged from what they were when the bill was previ- 
ously considered by the committee. The bill carries a 
total of $496,500,000. When the bill came from the 
House the total was $396,000,000. The bill provides 
funds for continuing construction on the uncompleted 
1916 program and also for a personnel 20,000 in excess 
of the 100,000 proposed by the House. The Marine 
Corps strength is fixed at 24,000. 

The principal increases recommended by the committee 
included $12,000,000 for aviation, $15,000,000 to start 
work on two new aircraft carriers, about $1,500,000 to 
begin construction of a new fleet base at Alameda, Calif. 
The appropriation for subsistence was increased to 
20,000,000 from the $21,000,000 in the House bill. The 
N.R.F. pay appropriation is put at $12,810,222. 

Senator Pomerene presented the following amendment 
which he will try to have added to the bill when it 
comes before the Senate: “That the President is hereby 
authorized in his discretion to delay for a period of 
six months, in whole or in part, the building program 
provided for in this act, in order to enable him to ar- 
range for a conference with the governments of Great 
Britain and Japan, and such other Powers as to him 
may seem proper, with a view to reducing substantially 
the naval building program of the several governments 
s© participating in said conference. And if they agree 
on such plan of reduction, the President is hereby fur- 
ther authorized to suspend, in whole or in part, the 
said building program in order to enable him to carry 
out any agreement thus made. 

In explaining his amendment Senator Pomerene said 
that it is intended to supplement the plan suggested by 
Senator Borah. If the Borah amendment is adopted, 
Senator Pomerene will not offer his plan. If the Borah 
amendment is rejected, then Mr. Pomerene will pro- 
pose his suggestion. Senator King announced on May 
5 that he will propose an amendment suspending con- 
struction on vessels of the Indiana type which represent 
a smali percentage of completion. The bill was reported 
to the Senate by the committee on May 5. 

A bill to authorize construction of two airplane car- 
Tiers to cost $26,000,000 each was introduced in the 
House on May 5 by Representative Britten. The Naval 
Appropriation bill as it went to the Senate did not con- 
tain provision for such ships deemed so necessary by 
the Navy Department for the rounding put of the Fleet. 
The report of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on 
the appropriation bill recommends the authorization of 
the construction of two airplane carriers to cost $26,- 
000,000 each. 

Army Appropriation Bill in House. 


After debating the Army Appropriation bill on April 
29 and 30 in House Committee of the Whole two amend- 
ments were agreed to. One was that offered by Repre- 
sentative Byrnes appropriating $72,678,659, pay sufii- 
cient for an enlisted strength of 150,000 men. Chairman 
Kahn asked for $88,579,219 to provide for 175,000 men 
and-Representative Hamilton Fish, jr., urged an appro- 
priation sufficient for 156,000 men. The vote on the 
Byrnes amendment was 109 to 82. On April 30 Repre- 
sentative McDowell attacked the War Department for 
disregarding the spirit of the law in refusing to grant 
discharges from the Army for enlisted men who had de- 
pendents. The bill as introduced in the House author- 
eu cae Secretary of War in his discretion to grant ap- 
plications for discharge of enlisted men witaout regard 
to the provisions of existing law respecting discharges. 
An amendment agreed to on April 30 added that the 
provisions of this paragraph should take effect when 
the act is passed. Up to May 5 no further action had 
been taken on the meas re. 
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Proposep CHANGES IN War Risk INSURANCE AcrT. 
Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, or April 27 intro- 
duced five bills affecting the War Insurance act. 
The first, S. 1291, amends the act by providing that the 
insurance now payable in 240 equal monthly instalments, 
may, at the election of the beneficiary named in the cer- 
tificate or policy, upon proper filing of satisfactory proof 
of death, be paid one-third of the face valye of the 
policy, one-third one year after date of death and the 
remaining one-third two years from date of death. S. 
1292 provides that any beneficiary, the premiums of the 
insured's policy having been paid up to and including 
those due on Nov. 11, 1918, and whose policy was in 
force on that date, shall be entitled to make claim for 
the sum named in the policy within one year after the 
passage of the proposed amendment, providing the bene- 
ficiary agrees to pay the Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance all premiums due from the time the policy lapsed to 
the date of the insured’s death. These provisions are 
to apply to the beneficiary, if living, named in the con- 
tract of ierm insurance, or in the event of the death of 
the beneficiary, then to his or her estate. §$. 1293 pro- 
vides that any person who was insured between April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, and who has fully paid the 
premiums for such period, but who since Nov. 11, 1918, 
has failed to pay the premiums, may be reinstated upon 
the payment of two months’ back premiums within one 
year of the passage of the amendment. §. 1294 provides 
that for death or disability resulting- from personal in- 
jury or disease contracted in the line of duty by any 
commissioned officer or enlisted man or member of the 
Army Nurse Corps (female) or Navy Nurse Corps (fe- 
male), when employed in the active service of the War 
or Navy Departments, compensation shall be paid, but 
any such person claiming disability resulting from 
chronic bronchitis, pleurisy, tuberculosis or any neuro- 
psychiatric disease shall be held to have contracted such 
disease in line of duty and not by his or her wilful con- 
duct unless it can be proved by the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance by further evidence than that contained in 
the medical record of suh claimant made at the time of 
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his discharge from the Service, that the disease was not 


contracted in line of duty, but by his own wilful mis- 
conduct. This section is to be haned effective as of 
April 6, 1917. -S. 1295 repeals the time limit provision 
for filing and allowing incapacity compensation claims 
under the War Risk Insurance act. 
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SIXTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 
Senate Passes Knox Peace Resolution. 

The Senate adopted the Knox resolution declaring the 
state of war between Germany and Austria-Hungary to 
be at an end, April 30 by a vote of 49 to 23 after seven 
hours’ debate. '[he resolution was sent to the House for 
action and if this is favorable a “technical” state of 
peace will follow until a treaty. can be made between the 
United States and the Central Powers. The resolution 
was sent to the House on May 2. 

Secretary Weeks Opposes Flood Resolution. 


Secretary of War Weeks has written a letter to Chair- 
man Kahn of the House Committee on Military Affairs 
strongly opposing the adoption of.the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Flood of Virginia asking why Brig. Gen. 
Omar Bundy had not been recommended for appoint- 
ment to the rank of major general by President Harding. 
Secretary Weeks wrote: “It obviously would open a 
very large field and would lead to very many serious 
complications should it be accepted that the House may 
demand of the President why he did not appoint any in- 
dividual to office.” The nomination by the President for 
promotion of Army officers was a matter which con- 
cerned the Senate alone, added the Secretary, who con- 
cluded: “The name of Baig. Gen. Omar Bundy does not 
appear upon the list of nominations submitted by the 
President in pursuance of his constitutional authority, 
and is not before that body in any way.” 

Bureau of Aeronautics Bills Reports. 

From the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs Senator 
Keyes submitted a report on April 28 on his bill (S. 
656) to create a Bureau of Aeronautics in the Navy De- 
partment, with the recommendation that the bill should 
be passed since it follows the recommendations made by 
the President in his address to Congress on April 12 
and has the approval of the Secretary of the Navy and 
all the bureaus in the department having to do with 
aviation. 

The whole committee of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs met on April 30, and Yoted to favorably 
report out Mr. Hicks’s bill, H.R. 5219, which provides 
for the establishment of a Bureau of Aeronautics in 
the Navy Department. As there seems to be no opposi- 
tion to the bill, it is expected to receive early considera- 
tion and passage. This bill is similar to the Keyes bill 
(S. 656) reported in the Senate as above noted. 


Budget Bill Passes House. 


The Budget bill introduced in the House by Chairman 
Good of the Committee on Appropriations was passed by 
that body on May 5. This follows the action of the 
Senate in approving a bill of the same general character. 
but there is one marked difference in the provisions o 
the two measures that will require a conference to smooth 
out. Under the Senate bill the Bureau of ‘!« Budget 
would be a part of the Treasury Departme:.:. while the 
House seeks to have it a separate bureau, diréctly un- 
der the President. This is the principal difference be- 
tween the two measures. Another difference is the 
clauses providing for the possible removal of the proposed 
Comptroller General. The House pill would permit his 
removal only by joint action of the two houses of Con- 
gress, while the Senate measure would necessitate the 
assent of the President to the action. 

Naval Academy Examinations Questioned. 

Senator Pomerene introduced a resolution in the Sen- 
ate on May 4 asking the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs to conduct an investigation into the recent ex- 
aminations at the U.S. Naval Academy and the reason 
for the failures of many midshipmen in the March re- 
examination. He spoke on the resolution on the follow- 
ing day charging that the academic board of the Naval 
Academy sought to direct affairs without regard to Con- 
gress and was disregarding the law which gives a mid- 
shipman, found deficient in his studies, an opportunity 
to regain lost ground by re-examination. In the term 
ending Jan. 29, Mr. Pomerene said, 286 midshipmen 
failed in examinations and as a result of re-examina- 
tions 110 were found deficient. The law, he held, con- 
templated re-examination and further instruction when 
a midshipman failed to pass examinations and in order 
to be fair with midshipmen who failed they should be 
turned back a year. “Instead of this policy being pur- 
sued,” added the Senator, “the midshipmen are given 
sudden notice to resign or be dropped.” The Senator 
suggested, according to a dispatch to the New York 
Times, that Rear Admiral A. H. Scales, Superintend- 
ent of the Academy, might have resented the passage by 
Congress last June of the law which directed -e-exame- 
nations and additional instruction. “While hazing at 
the Academy,” said the Senator, “is severely punished, 
it looks to me as if the academic board had set out to 
haze Congress.” In ending his remarks Senator Pom- 
erene referred to correspondence that had passed be- 
tween Admiral Scales and Admiral Robert B. Coontz, 
Chief of Operations. Admiral Coontz took the view that 
the design of Congress was to have the midshipmen who 
were found deficient receive during vacation the instrue- 
tion necessary to put them in good standing. 


Submarine Cable Bill Passes Senate. 


The Kellogg bill, authorizing the President to regu- 
late and license landings of submarine cables in this 
country, was unanimously passed by the Senate on April 
26. Cable companies would be prohibited from landing 
or operating cables connecting with this country with- 
out a Presidential permit, and thé President, under the 
bill, would be authorized to revoke licenses when it would 
be in the Government’s interest. ‘The bill was written at 
the request of the State Department after the dispute 
with the Western Union Company over the latter’s cable 
landing at Miami, Fla. It will be remembered that the 
U.S. Navy was called upon to prevent the landing of 
this cable at Miami. ‘The bill was sent to the House. 


Bill to Appoint Capt. W. R. Rush Rear Admiral. 


Senator Lodge on April 28 submitted a proposed 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill CR. 
4803), providing for the appointment of Capt, William 
R. Rush as a rear admiral on the active list of the U.S. 
Navy, to take rank immediately after Rear Admiral Al- 
bert Gleaves, and that he be carried <s additional to the 
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number of rear admirals now authorized by law. Cap- 
tain Rush retired Oct. 9, 1916, upon his own applica- 
tion after forty yeas# service, but was on actiye duty 
during the war. The amendment would restore him to 
the active list in a grade higher than he now holds and 
as an additional number in the rank of rear admiral he 
would serve until he had reached the statutory age limit. 
To Bring Home Destitute Soldiers. 

The Senate on May 2 passed the bill (S. 1019) to pro- 
vide free transportation to the United States for desti- 
tute discharged American soldiers in Europe together 
with their wives and families. In a report submitted on 
April 28 Senator Wadsworth stated that this measure 
of relief applied to men who had served in the Army ‘ia 
Europe in the war and who, in conformity with the 
law, were discharged in Europe. It now appears that 
many of these former soldiers are applying to welfare 
associations for relief. The report, which favored the 
passage of the bill, also stated “in view of the reflection 
cast upon the Army, as well as upon the United States 
Government, by their presence in Europe in a destitute 
condition, and the further fact that their destitution is 
probably due to the unsettled conditions over which they 
have no control” both these former soldiers and their 
families should be provided with free transportation and 
subsistence to this country. 

Indemnity for Damage by American Forces 

The Senate passed on May 2 the bill (S. 1018) to 
amend an act entitled “An act to give indemnity for 
damages caused by American forces abroad” approved 
April 18, 1918. Explaining the reason for the bill 
Senator Wadsworth stated that the only change it would 
make in the act of April 18, 1918, was to add the words 
“or its agencies” to the term “American military forces.” 
He added: “Here is the point: The Comptrolier of the 
Treasury has ruled that an Army transport is not a 
part of the military forces of the United States. Al- 
though she is loaded to the gunwales with American 
troops and American military supplies, under the com- 
mand of military officers, nevertheless the Comptroller of 
the Treasury says that she is not a part of the military 
forces. Under that ruling. in the event tiat an Ameri- 
can Army transport collided with a French ship or the 
ship of any other nation the War Department could not 
settle the claim. The War Department asks that the 
words ‘or its agencies’ be inserted in the law in order 
that we may deal squarely with other peuple. It is one 
of the remarkable rulings of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury.” 

Bill Providing Pcnsions to French Widows 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the bill (S. 1020) which provides for 
the relief of dependents of Lieuts. Jean Jagou and Fer- 
nand Herbert, members of a French military mission to 
the United States, who lost their lives by drowning near 
Camp Cody, N.M., July 26, 1918, in-a torrential stream 
running across the highway over which they were travel- 
ing in an automobile driven by Sergt. Ernest Picard, of 
the U.S. Army, who also was drowned. These two lieu- 
tenants belonged to the French army. but were detailed 
to this country for the purpose of assisting in the train- 
ing of United States soldiers prior to their embarking 
for overseas in the war, and were engaged in line of 
duty when the accident occurred. Secretary of War 
Weeks urged the passage of the bill in a letter to the 
chairman of the Committee on Military Affairs, dated 
April 16. A letter was received by the Secretary of 
War from the dependents of these deceased French offi- 
cers, stating that all the support they were receiving 
was the meager French pension to the widows of sol- 
diers. According to the terms of the bill, the widows 
and children will receive from our Government the same 
amounts as paid to dependents of deceased United 
States soldiers under the War Risk Insurance act. 


Bill for N.G. Longevity Pay Purposes. 


Representative Johnson, of South Dakota, has intro- 
duced a bill (H.R. 5423) providing “that officers of the 
Army, other than those holding commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army, who have had service in the National Guard 
or the Organized Militia, who have been on 
active duty, or who hereafter may be called to active 
duty under orders of the War Department, shall, from 
the beginning of said duty at any time since Aug. 5, 
1917, receive the same pay and allowances as a Regular 
Army officer having the same rank and length of service 
as said officers, whose prior service in the National 
Guard and the Organized Militia shall be counted in 
ascertaining his rights under this proviso.” The pur- 
pose of this bill is to extend the same computation of 
National Guard service for longevity pay purposes to 
all officers other than Regular Army officers, as was pro- 
vided for National Guard officers drafted into the Fed- 
eral service under Sec. 111, of the National Defense act. 
In a decision dated Aug. 18, 1917, Bulletin 60, the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury ruled that the longevity privi- 
leges of this act extended only to National Guard offi- 
cers and enlisted men who were drafted into the Federal 
service, excluding all others. Corrective legislation was 
passed on July 9, 1918, which extended the same rights 
to any officer and enlisted man other than those of the 
Regular Army, but did not make it retroactive. This 
bill, if it becomes a law, would correct that omission, 
and make the provision retroactive to Aug. 5, 1917, the 
date when the National Guard was drafted into the Fed- 
eral service, and so cover the period between Aug. 5, 
1917, and July 9, 1918, for all emergency officers with 
previous National Guard service. 


Legtstlative Notes. 


The bill (S. 674) to apportion trophies of the World 
War among the states on the basis of the number of men 
furnished for the Army or Navy was passed by the Sen- 
ate on May 2. It also passed S.J. Res. 15, authorizing 
the War Department to sell surplus foodstuffs to foreign 
governments. 

An adverse report was made by the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on April 29 on Representative Galli- 
van’s resolution asking for the names of civilian em- 

loyees of the War Department not citizens of the United 

tates who did not serve in the Army or Navy in the 
World War. Secretary Weeks informed the committee 
that to get this information it would be necessary for 
the department to correspond with all its establishments 
throughout the world. He also stated that owing to 
reduced appropriations the department was cutting down 
its civilian forces rapidly. 

Representativt MacGregor, of New York, introduced a 
resolution in the House on May 3 calling for the ap- 
pointment of a special House committee to make a sur- 
vey of the surplus property of the Government and to 
recommend means for its early disposal. At the last 
session of Congress, Mr. MacGregor said, an investiga- 
tion was made as to the amount of property in the

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NOTES OF THE ATR SERVICES. 

Navy seaplane N-9 belonging to the U.S. Naval Air 
Station, Rockaway, N.Y., crashed into Jamaica Bay, 
N.Y., at 9:20 a.m., April 25, 1921, from a height of 200 
fect. The commandant of the station reports that Lieut. 
Kneffer McGinnis, U.S.N., pilot, and Lieut. Emery C. 
Ilulett, U.S.N.R.F., a passenger, received minor in- 
juries. 

The Chief of the Air Service has authorized a board 
to convene at Langley Field, Va., to consider the ques- 
tion of a proper course of instruction for airship pilots. 
The board will also make recommendations relative to 
the necessary changes in existing orders covering air- 
ship training. The board is composed of Major John 
A. Paegelow, president; Capt. William O. Butler and 
Lieuts. Byron T. Burt and George W. McEntire. 

The Photographic School detachment of the Air Ser- 
vice stationed at Langley Field, Va., has issued an at- 
tractive calendar for the month of May. Beneath a 
device showing an eagle in flight, are seen two Air Ser- 
vice machines, at a high altitude, apparently on an ob- 
servation flight. The calendar for the month appears 
below, with the official name of the school and its loca- 
tion, ‘Langley Field, Hampton, Va.,”’ on either side. 

U.S.S. Alabama for Army Bombing Tests. 

It is probable the old U.S.S. Alabama will be turned 
over by the Navy Department to the Army for tests by 
the Air Service of aerial bombardment. It had been in- 
tended to turn over the old U.S.S. Kentucky for this 
purpose, but this ship is well adapted for conversion into 
a crane ship and its retention for that purpose has been 
recommended to the Secretary of the Navy. The two 
ships are identical in length, breadth and draft, but the 
Kentucky has less superstructure than the Alabama and 
for this reason is better adapted to rebuilding for crane- 
ship purposes. We described in detail on page 623, our 
issue of Jan. 29, the plans for conversion of the U.S.S. 
Kearsarge into Crane Ship No. 1. The Kentucky would 
be No. 2. 





Naral Aviation Progress. 

Progress in the activities connected with naval avia- 
tion has been most marked in the two months since Capt. 
William A. Moffet came to the Office of Naval Opera- 
tions as Director of Naval Aviation. In this time 
plans have been adopted and well advanced for the erec- 
tion of mooring masts across the continent to accommo- 
date the giant Navy dirigible. Work on the airplane 
earrier Langley, which has been greatly delayed, has 
been speeded up and she will be ready by Sept. 1, when 
experiments with amphibious airplanes will engage the 
attention of naval aviators and designers. The airplane 
tender Wright will be completed by Aug. 15 and will 
then join either the U.S. Atlantic or U.S. Pacific Fleet 
to replace the Shawmut or Aroostook. In Hawaii fif- 
teen Navy seaplanes with Eagle boat No. 40 as tender 
have been busy finding available harbors for aircraft and 
developing the acrial defenses of the islands, and map- 
ping out air routes which will prove of great value to 
commercial aviation. Lieut. Comdr. R. D. Kirkpatrick, 
U.S.N., commanding the Navy air detachment at Pear] 
Harbor, has developed 2 unusually capable personnel 
in mechanics with the result that the seaplanes at his 
disposal have been kept on active duty practically all 
the time. In every direction there has been a speeding 
up of naval aviation activities with a resultant effect 
upon the morale of the officers and men connected with 
the work. 

Minority Aviation Report. 


Following the publication of the special report of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics made to 
President Harding on April 9 and noted on page 935 of 
our issue of April 23, stories appeared in the daily press 
that a minority report which had been prepared had not 
been included in the document submitted to the Presi- 
dent. In Aviation and Aircraft Journal for May 2 
there ‘*# published an account of this incident which 
prints the text of what is stated to be the minority re- 
port with the facts concerning it. The minority report 
is dated April 8 and addressed to Dr. Charles D. Wal- 
cott, chairman of the committee, is signed by Major W.

Replying to a telegram of in- 
quiry from the editor of Aviation Mr. Waldon stated 
that he had assisted in the preparation of both majority 
and minority reports, and that Dr. Walcott had 
the majority report whi “four of us signed minority 
report. Both reports were forwarded by Dr. Walcott to 
the President and taken together represent the complete 
recommendations of the President.” Dr. Walcott re- 
plied to a telegraphic inquiry, saying that the report as 
sent to the President was adopted without dissenting 
vote; but after the committee adjourned four members 
were of the opinion that the President's letter justified 
the consideration by the committee of the question as 
to whether a department of the air, a unified air service 
or an independent air force should be recommended. AN 
these facts, he said, were transmitted to the President. 
No minority report appears in the special report sent 
to Congress on April 19. 
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New Regulation as to Flying Cadets. 

Par. 1592. Army Regulations, has been ordered 
amended by the Secretary of War to read as follows: 
A flying cadet appointed as such, as provided in Par. 
1590, who does not desire discharge and commission in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, upon completion of the pre- 
scribed course, or who has been found qualified by a 
board of not less than three officers for the duties of a 
flying cadet, will revert to the grade held by him prior 
to his appointment as a flying cadet, and be assigned to 
the organization in which a vacancy for such may exist. 
If no such vacancy exists, he will revert to the highest 
grade, below that held by him prior to his appointment 
as a flying cadet, in which there is a vacancy to which 
he can be assigned. a 

Bombing Record of Aberdeen Proving Ground. 

More than twice the weight of aerial bombs used by 
the American Expeditionary Forces have been dis- 
charged to date by the aerial force stationed at the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground. While this is probably the 
smallest active flying field in the Air Service yet on 
the days, April 4, 5 ard 6, inclusive, 25,855 pounds of 
bombs were dropped by the operating personnel of 
Flicht B, 14th Aero Squadron, which consists of six off- 
cers and sixty-three enlisted men. This squadron re- 
ports an unusual bombing experience without casualties 
recently. A missing motor on an airplane taking off 
necessitated the dropping of two 300-pound bombs on 
the edge of the flying field from an altitude of less than 
fifty feet. The bombs bounded along the ground and 
when examined it was found that one safety had failed 
with the result that a fulminate detonator had been 
slightly dented, just slightly enough in fact to avoid a 
detonation and consequent serious results. 

Vests of Expeditionary Type Airplane. 

The Navy Department is interested in an expedition- 
ary trype airplane constructed by G. Elias and Bro., 
Inc., Buffalo, N.Y. Test flights are being held daily and 
recently long flights were indulged in. Lieut. J. P. 
Fitzpatrick, U.S.N., is supervising the details. The 
plane is a convertible land and sea ship, and is said to 
be capable of carrying easily 1,500 pounds, including air- 
plane battle weapons. It is designed to fly and alight 
either on land or water. Recent tests have included low 
landing speed, high rate of climb, high speed and ma- 
neuverability. With Leo Chase as pilot the machine at- 
tained a height of 1,000 feet in two minutes and made 
a low speed of less than forty miles an hour. An im- 
proved wing section is a feature and there is a variable 
incidence stabilizer which can be controlled by the pilot 
during the flight, to adjust the trim of the machine 
under varying conditions of loading. The tests will be 
continued and a final report made to the Secretary of 
Nivy. 

Reversible Airplane Propeller. 

An all-metal steel airplane propeller allowing the re- 
versing of its blades has been delivered to the Engineer- 
ing Division, Air Service, by the Standard Steel Pro- 
peller Co., of Pittsburgh. The blades are made of steel 
tubing of tapering seetion and thickness without weld- 
ing except to close the extreme tip. blades fit over 
the two arms of the hub, being held in place by means of 
rollers and ball bearings. By means of a control which 
extends to the cockpit an angular movement to forty- 
five degrees can be obtained with little exertion. It has 
been given several flight tests with fairly satisfactory 
results. The idea and design of the propeller originated 
in the Engineering Division at McCook Field, but all 
mechanical details were worked out by the manufacturer. 

Airplane Engine of Eighteen Cylinders. 

Preliminary design of an eighteen-cylinder airplane 
engine to develop 1,000 horsepower has been completed 
by the Engineering Division, Air Service, and indicates 
that such an engine can be constructed on conservative 
lines and may be expected to give an excellent power to 
weight ratio, and prove of dependability and long life. 
The design is being further developed on a of 
1,000 horsepower at 1,400 revolutions direct drive. A 
cylinder with 6% inches bore and 7% inches e has 
been tested with very satisfactory results. It is of the 
four-valve type with welded steel jackets and indicates 
an economical fuel consumption. e cylinders of the 
new engine are arranged to accommodate four spark 
plugs each, which is considered advantageous from the 
point of view of power output. It is planned to use four 
magnetos, thus securing the utmost reliability through 
the use of four entirely independent ignition systems. 
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RADIOGRAPHIC WEATHER CODE. . 
The U.S. Weather Bureau will issue a new edition of 
its “Radiographic Weather Code for Vessel Weather 


Observers,” which will become effective June 1, 1921, 
and supersede all previous editions. new code book 
is now being distributed, and it is expected that the 
edition will be sufficient for the requirements of all ves- 
sel weather observers as well as all Government-con- 
trolled vessels having need for it.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Selection Board Date Changed. 


The selection board which was to meet May 17 at the 
Navy Department to select officers for permanent rear 
admiral, captain and commander of the line, will meet 
on May 31. The date was set forward, as there was in- 
sufficient time between the date of the order convening 
the board and the date of actual meeting to allow officers 
coming from a distance to reach Washington. 

Non-Regulation Uniforms in Navy. 

Having noted while inspecting vessels of the U.S. Pa- 
cific Fleet that many enlisted men were wearing cloth- 
ing purchased on shore made of non-regulation material, 
Admiral Hugh Rodman, U.S.N., has recommended to 
the Bureau of Navigation that an order be issued by the 
Navy Department forbidding any but chief petty officers, 
and other men wearing similar clothing, having any uni- 
form clothing made on shore. He has also recommended 
that a sufficient number of tailors be allowed to each 
ship to permit of satisfactory fitting of clothing issued 
by the Supply Department and, in case reasonable fitting 
cannot be obtained from the ready-made clothing, to per- 
mit of making clothing to order. Admiral Rodman re- 
quested commanding~ officers to encourage enlisted men 
to draw all their cluthing from the ship's stores and to 
take all practicable steps to see to it that it is care- 
fully fitted to the man by the employment of ship’s 
tailors to make necessary alterations. In a Fleet let®r, 
Admiral Rodman says: “Commanding officers will ac- 
tively discourage men from haying clothing made on 
shore where its cost is double that of the Supply De- 
partment issues, and in case any articles are bought on 
shore commanding officers shall see that a rigid inspec- 
tion is made and that no articles of uniform not con- 
forming to the regulations as to material, or conforming 
reasonably closely to the regulations in cut and dimen- 
sions, are worn by the enlisted personnel. The atten- 
tion of chief petty officers should be drawn to the fact 
that they can obtain clothing from the clothing factory, 
Naval Supply Base, South Brooklyn, N.Y., at a very 
much lower price than that charged by civilian tailors. 
All orders for chief petty officer uniforms to be manu- 
factured at the clothing factory should be placed through 
the supply officer handling their accounts.” 

Wastage of Unused Government Checks. 

Rear Admiral C. J. Peoples, U.S.N., Acting Pay- 
master General of the Navy, under date of April 28 an- 
nounces that the Treasury Department has called at- 
tention to the very great and altogether unnecessary 
wastage of unused Government checks due to non-com- 
pliance, on the part of officers of the Supply Corps, with 
the instructions contained in Par. 3 of the Treasury De- 
partment Circular No. 8. Admiral Peoples bas directed 
that instructions referred to be strictly followed. 





NOTES OF NAVY PERSONNEL. 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt made a 
formal inspection of the New York Navy Yard on 
May 2 and 3. While there he was the guest of Rear 
Admiral John D. McDonald, U.S.N., commandant. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby had as guests on the 
U.S.S. Mayflower on May 5 on a trip from Washington 
to Mount Vernon the Minister of Foreign Relations and 
members of the Venezuelan mission now in this country. 
The mission placed a wreath on the tomb of Washington. 
A buffet luncheon was served to the distinguished guests 
and their party, which numbered forty-five persons. 

Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, U.S.N., naval 
attaché at the American Embassy, Paris, was the Amer- 
ican representative at a solemn requiem mass celebrated 
in the Notre Dame Cathedral on May 4 in honor of the 
centenary of Napoleon’s death. 

Rear Admiral Albert C. Dillingham, U.S.N., who has 
been director of public safety in Norfolk, Va., for the 
last two years, attended the annual conference of police 
chiefs in New York city in the week ending May 7. 

Rear Admiral Harry McL. P. Huse, U.S.N., com- 
mandant of the 3d Naval District, was the principal 
speaker at a dinner of the U.S. Navy League Maritime 
Section at the Arkwright Club, New York city, on 
April 28. Speaking on disarmament Admiral Huse said 
that no other natién could compete with the United 
States in naval construction, asserting that Japan was 
spending one-half of its revenue in the effort to do so 
now. Once the rest of the world realized the hopeless- 
ness of the attempt to compete, he continued, the United 
States could afford to slacken its pace, but not before. 

Rear Admiral C. B. T. Moore, U.S.N., wrote a Jetter 
to the editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate on 
April 4 protesting strongly against an editorial para- 
graph that appeared in that paper on March 30 regard- 
ing the wine mess order in the Navy. After reminding 
its readers of the “terrible fuss’ that was made when 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels issued the original ~der, 
the paragraph went on to say, “Now when Secretary 
Denby announces that the action shall remain in force 
the report is received with hardly a zephyr of comment 
and not one peeping criti¢ism. Time heals all wounds 
and even the toper’s thirst will vanish if you give it 
time.” 

The retirement of Rear Admiral George E. Burd, U.S. 
N., was the occasion of the publication of a complimen- 
tary editorial in the New York Herald of April 26 en- 
tithd “A Man Who Owes Us a Tale,” which is, inci- 
dentally, a compliment to all Navy officers on duty in 
the war in construction and repair work. The Herald 
says: “Rear Admiral Burd ought to get a dispensation 
from the Navy Department and tell us all about the 
work he did during the war. He has been on duty as 
engineer officer at the New York Navy Yard since 1910. 
He has been the boss of all the construction, manufae- 
turing and repair work done in the yard, and when the 
country went to war his jurisdiction was extended to 
cover the various private plants which were taken into 
the naval service in one way or another. . oe. 
fertility of invention, dogged persistence and unbeatable 
stick-to-it-iveness which were displayed in getting ships 
and weapons ready for our fighting forces get too little 
consideration. . . . Precious little thought is given 
to the gallant men whose usefulness here was so great 
their superiors refused to let them gratify their am- 
bition to go to the fighting front. But these men were 
essential to success in the war. Without them not a 
warship would have moved on the ocean, not a trans- 
port would have sailed, not a soldier would have crossed 
to France. Of these devoted and efficient men Rear Ad- 


miral Burd is typical, and while he has earned a rest 
he ought to spend part of it telling his countrymen how 
his work was done.” 

Capt. Sumner E. W. Kittelle, U.S.N., relieved Rear 
Admiral Joseph W. Oman as governor of the Virgin 
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Islands on April 27. Admiral Oman sailed“on the U.S.S. 
Henderson the same day and is due at Norfolk early 
next week and will report at the Navy Department. 

Capt. Charles F. Preston, U.S.N., on duty in the office 
of Naval Operations, has been selected to command the 
new battleship Maryland. His executive officer will be 
Comdr. Theodore A. Kittinger; navigator, Comdr. John 
Sidney McCain, and Comdr. Julian H. Collins, gunnery 
officer. 

Comdr. Kenneth Whiting, U.S.N., who is on aviation 
duty in Naval Operations, delivered an illustrated lec- 
ture on naval aviation before members of the Senate 
and House on the night of May 4 in the caucus room of 
the House of Representatives office building. Com- 
mander Whiting described recent progress and achieve- 
ments of naval aircraft. 

Lieut. Clarence L. Tibbals, U.S.N., has been ordered 
to duty aboard the U.S.S. Falcon as wreckmaster in con- 
nection with salvaging the submarine S-5, which foun- 
dered in September, 1920, about fifty-five miles off the 
Delaware Capes. She is lying in about 125 feet from 
the surface. The Falcon carries twenty-five divers.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The submarine O-10, which went aground early April 
30 at Montauk, Long Island, N.Y., during thick weather, 
was refloated the same day at high tide and proceeded 
to the base at New London, Conn., apparently sustain- 
ing little or no damage. 

The Navy Department received a dispatch from the 
commandant of the 14th Naval District, Pearl Harbor, 
H.I., May .3, stating that fifteen vessels and the Navy 
Air Detachment had commenced a thorough search for 
the Navy tug Conestoga which left Mare Island, Calif., 
March 25 bound for Samoa by way of Pearl Harbor. 
No report has been received from the Conestoga since 
she left Mare Island. She was commanded by Lieut. 
(T) E. L. Jones, U.S.N. 


Hampton Roads Camp for Hospital. 

The recommendation of Rear Admiral Edward R. 
Stitt, Surgeon General of the Navy, that the camp at 
Hampton Roads, finished subsequent to the armistice, 
be used as a hospital, has resulted in activity on the part 
of commissions of the War Risk Bureau, Public Health 
Service and Federal Board for Reabilitation, who are 
planning to make inspection of the camp with a view 
to its adaptability for housing the veterans of the World 
War during their rehabilitation. The equipment at this 
camp is considered capable of economic adaptablity for 
hospital uses and its acceptance is now considered as- 
sured. The camp was originally laid out to accom- 
modate 14,000 men. 

USS. Nevada Wins Athletic Trophy. 

The U.S.S. Nevada of the U.S. ‘Atlantic Fleet has 
won the Nayy Department Trophy for general excellence 
in athletics for 1921 for vessels of the Battleship Force. 
The highest possible number of points was 1,950, and the 
Nevada scored 936. The number of points won by the 
other ships was as follows: Oklahoma, 818; Arizona, 
543; Delaware, 496; Pennsylvania, 279; Utah, 270; 
Florida, 221; North Dakota, 185. In the 1920 competi- 
tion the Arizona was the winner with a total of 577 
points, the Nevada then standing seventh on the list with 
a total of 350 points. In announcing the winner of the 
trophy on April 24, 1921, Admiral Henry B. Wilson, 
commander-in-chief of the fleet, congratulates the cap- 
tain, officers and crew of the Nevada on winning the tro- 
phy. “To raise the standard of the Nevada from next 
to the poorest in 1920 to the leader in 1921,” says Ad- 
miral Wilson, “can only be the result of united effort 
and splendid leadership.”

MARINE CORPS NOTES. 

The resignations of Capt. Edwin R. Brecher and 1st 
Lieut. Paul E. McDermott, U.S.M.C., have been ac- 
cepted by the Secretary of the Navy; also the resigna- 
tion of Capt. Norman 8S. Hinman, the latter to take 
effect June 25. 

Compulsory Study for Marine Officers. 

One hour a day has been prescribed to be devoted to 
technical study by captains and lieutenants of the Ma- 
rine Corps, in an order issued by Major Gen. Command- 
ant John A. Lejeune. This course will be compulsory 
and is intended to give the junior officers a thorough 
knowledge of regulations, general orders and other mat- 
ters of daily use to the officers concerned. This plan 
was adopted for the reason that a large number of the 
appointees in the grades of captain and lieutenant were 
former enlisted men and is intended to make up some of 
the deficiencies it is natural to expect are present in 
their military. education. 

Marine Corps Shooting Competition. 

Sergt. James S. Strafford, U.S.M.C., has won the 
West Indies division rifle competition of the United 
States Marine Corps, completed recently, and he scored 
638 out of a possible 700 points. Sergt. Edgar L. Rush 
was second with 637 points. In the pistol competition 
held at the same time Lieut. Fred Lueders won with a 
score of 1,381 out of a possible 1,600. The tryouts for 
the West Indies division competition developed a high 
character of marksmanship both with rifle and pistol. 


Vocational Training in Marine Corps. 

In a report to the chairman of the Senate and House 
Committees on Naval Affairs, commenting upon educa- 
tional and vocational training in the Marine Corps 
Major Gen. Commandant John A. Lejeune says: “The 
Marine Corps has developed a system of extending edu- 
cational and vocational training to its officers and men 
which enables them to continue their studies without 





interruption, without interference with their military 
duties, and without reference to where they may be sta- 
tioned, or to the transfers which are required by the 
conditions of our Service. In other words, the system 
we are using does not handicap our mobility and is not 
altered when occasion requires movement of our men. 
Our plan is operated by officers and men entirely in the 
military control with the advantage that those who 
operate the plan are also benefieiaries of most intensive 
educational training and development. Our plan is 
directed by strong central control and is not subject to 
the risk of failure through lack of co-operation. Grati- 
fying results have been obtained from our efforts. Our 
courses are not elementary or designed merely to offer 
training for apprenticeships, but are courses which 
equip men for leadership and high positions in the vari- 
ous vocations, and a great variety of vocations. The 
curriculum includes forty different schools, each with 
courses of varying degrees of advancement. ‘To date, 
over 8,000 students have enrolled and over 5,000 stu- 
dents of the approximately 22,000 men in the Marine 
Corps are still enrolled as students, and are actively 
pursuing their studies. The number of men now being 
graduated and receiving their diplomas is steadily in- 
creasing.” 





COAST GUARD NOTES. 

The Senate on May 3 confirmed the nomination of 
Norman §. Stiles to be an ensign, U.S. Coast Guard. 

Arrangements have been made for the Coast Guard to 
take over the Navy gunboat Vicksburg, which will be 
used as a practice ship for the Coast Guard cadets. It 
is proposed to send the cadets and personnel from the 
Coast Guard Academy at New London, Conn., to Seattle, 
Wash., and bring the ship to the east coast as a part 
of the annual cruise. 

Cutter No. 36, the Tampa, was launched at Oakland, 
Calif., April 16, and cutter No. 37, the Haida, was 
launched April 19. Mes. Frank G. Law and Mrs. John 
I’. Connors were the sponsors, respectively. The Tampa 
is fifty per cent. and the Haida forty-five per cent. com- 
pleted. 

The new Coast Guard cutter Tampa, building at Oak 
land, Calif., will be presented a bronze memorial tablet 
commemorative of the sinking of the old Tampa by a 
German submarine. ‘The presentation will be made by 
the U.S.S. Tampa Post of the American Legion, whose 
members have been invited to submit drafts of appro- 
priate inscriptions for the tablet.

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U.S. NAVAL RESERVE FORCE NOTES. 
Policy for U.S. Naval Reserve Force. 





The question of formulating a broad-gauge policy for 
the U.S. Naval Reserve Force has been submitted to the 
General Board on the recommendation of the Bureau of 
Navigation. The Secretary of the Navy has approved 
the purpose of reaching a definite policy with relation to 
the personnel and the activities of the Naval Reserve 
Force, and the officers on duty in the Navy Department, 
and Reserve officers representing the various naval dis- 
tricts will have opportunity to present their views before 
the General Board. Questions of policy have heretofore 
been decided in the Bureau of Navigation, and with evi- 
dent satisfaction as demonstrated in the large number of 
officers and enrolled enlisted men in the Reserve Force. 
It is now felt that the broader consideration of service 
in the Naval Reserve Force not alone in the Navy but 
in the mercbant marine necessitate a complete considera- 
tion of all the facts with a view to the adoption of a 
stable and all-embracing general policy. 

Inspection of U.S.N.R.F. Training Vessels. 

Inspection of vessels assigned for training Naval Re- 
servists has been ordered by the Navy Department. 
Commandants of naval districts will order boards of 
officers to make inspections quarterly, such boards to be 
composed of Regular officers of the Navy, when prac- 
ticable. If sufficient Regular officers are not available, 
Reserve officers in confirmed status may be ordered to 
serve, with their own consent and without pay, and such 
duty can be counted as “other equivalent duty” pre- 
scribed for maintaining efficiency. In addition com- 
mandants of naval districts will, when opportunity oc- 
curs, order military inspections to be made of these 
vessels. when Reserves are on board for training and 
drill. Reports of inspections will be made to the Chief 
of Naval Operations and to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. 

Naval Reserve Force Instructions. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, is issu- 
ing to the members of the Naval Reserve Force copies of 
a neat pamphlet containing instructions governing the 
organization and administration of the U.S.N.R.F. All 
instructions issued prior to Jan. 3, 1921, are cancelled. 
The pamphlet contains sixty pages and its ten chapters 
are devoted to every phase of the organization. Chapter 
IX will be of wide interest as it is complete in outlin- 
ing the scope of examinations for officers of all ranks 
and grades of all the corps for confirmation, re-enroll- 
ment and promotion on which the specific examination 
will be based. 

Enrollment of Ex-Officers, Permanent and Temporary. 

Information from the Reserve Force Division, Bureau 
of Navigation, relative to enrollments of ex-officers, per- 
manent and temporary, of the Navy in the U.S. Naval 
Reserve Force is to the effect that no enrollment blanks 
or letter for enrollment in the Reserve Force will be 
sent to officers who resign from the Navy. The policy 
has been adopted that if, after resignation has been ac- 
cepted, enrollment is requested, fitness reports and mail 
room jackets shall be carefully examined, and if the ap- 
plicant is considered desirable enrollment blanks will be 
sent to him. No enrollment, however, can be made in a 
rank higher than that of lieutenant commander. ‘The 
memorandum relative to this policy states further: 

Line officers who have resigned from the Regular Navy, 
whose records are satisfactory in every respect, and who have 
performed sea duty as officers, may be enro!led in Class 1 in the 
permanent rank held by them in the Navy, but not above that 
of lieutenant commander. If enrolled they will be assigned a 
provisional rank (not above lieutenant commander) correspond 
ine to temporary rank held at time of resignation. Line ofii- 
cers of the temporary Navy, who have resigned, whose records 
are satisfactory in every respect and who have performed sea 
duty as officers, may be enrolled in Class 2 in the provisional 
ranks held in the temporary Navy, assigned running mates, and 
their cases p'aced before the confirmation board for considera 
tion for confirmation in the permanent rank held by their run- 


ning mates. 3 
Until the gumber of staff officers is reduced to that author

The Amaroc News, of Coblenz, organ of the Ameri- 
can Forces in Germany, in its issue of April 8 notes the

seas service chevrons? (2) A sergeant enlists in the Ameri- 
can Army on May 26, 1919, in London, England, for three 
years. Is he entitled to the $90 bonus at the expiration of 
his enlistment, and is he entitled to travel pay back to London 
if he wishes to go back? Answer: (1) Yes. (2) Trans- 
portation but no bonus. 

P. W. V.—See A.R. 134 regarding time that counts double 
toward retirement. As to the length of time the 9th U.S.V. 
spent in Cuba ask The A.G. ‘ 

J. J. F. asks: With the new Tables of Organization pro- 
viding for a total enlisted strength of ninety-three, is it the 
intention of the War Department that the formation of the 
rifle company for reveille, retreat, inspection, drill, etc., shall 
be by platoons as provided in the 1919 Provisional I.D.R.? 
Due to Congress cutting the size of the Army, our company 
has but five squads available each day for drill and in- 
struction, and the 1919 I.D.R. for either close or extended 
order does not work well. Is the War Department going to 
modify the 1919 I.D.R. to fit the new Tables of Organization? 
Answer: The Infantry has under consideration changes in the 
Infantry Drill Regulations, data for which is being collected 
now. It is not known how soon the Regulations will be com- 
pleted. The enlisted strength of ninety-three for a rifle com- 
pany is based on an Infantry strength of 110,000, which, of 
course, is subject to change, depending upon the authorization 
by Congress in the present session.

8. T. W.—For longevity pay purposes an officer in the Army 
may. count all his National Guard service while in the Army 
of the United States, that is in the war period from April, 
1917, on. The Mexican border or previous National Guard 
service does not count in this particular.

(1) Not entitled; this bonus applies to enlistments and re- 
enlistments begun June 4, 1920, or after. 2 and 3) For this 
information apply through channel.

H. H. asks: I am desirous of obtaining through the columns 
of your esteemed publication some information relative to 
longevity pay, and accordingly submit the following facts: 
I had served in the National Guard continuously for over 
fifteen years and at the time of the President’s call on March 
26, 1917, was a regimental sergeant major. I was detailed 
to Plattsburg, N.Y., to attend the first officers’ training camp, 
where on Aug. 15, 1917, I was commissioned a captain in the 
National Army, but was denied any longevity pay until July 
9, 1918, when the order was published doing away with all 
designations except that of U.S. Army and from that date on 
was paid longevity for my previous service in .the National 
Guard. Am I entitled to the amount withheld for nearly a 
year, or until the passage of the law above referred to? I 
know that all enlisted men and officers of the National Guard 
were paid for their previous service and it seems rather un- 
just to those who were members and were commissioned in 
the National Army to be denied their longevity pay. Answer: 
The act of July 1, 1918, provides, under ‘‘Longevity Pay,’’ 
that ‘‘officers and enlisted men of the forces of the Army of 
the U.S. other than the Regular Army who have had service 
in the National Guard and Organized Militia . . . but 
who have entered the service in the forces of the Army of the 
U.S. otherwise than through draft under Sec. 111, N.D.A. 
of June 6, 1916, shall be upon the same footing as to pay and 
allowances as the members of said forces who were drafted. 
. . .”’ The Comptroller has held that this provision is not 
retroactive. A bill (H.R. 5423) has been introduced to amend 
the law in this particular, so that time from Aug. 5, 1917, to 
July 9, 1918, may be included in the computation of longevity 
pay for the other-than-Regular officers. 

C. R. H. asks: (1) Can an enlisted man at his own request 
be transferred from active service to the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps? (2) Can an enlisted man be transferred from the 
military service to the Federal service? Answer: (1) No; 
the E.R.C. is not formed by transfer; its members enlist as 
Reservists. (2) If you have received a Civil Service appoint- 
ment, apply through channel for discharge for convenience of 
Government, which may be granted. 

W. J. T. asks: Between Jan. 1, 1920, and May 13, 1920, 
I drew active duty pay. I was furloughed to the R.A. Reserve 
May 13, 1920, and was discharged in June, when the Reserve 
was abolished. (1) Am I entitled to the temporary increase 
of pay for above service? (2) If I cannot get it now, can I 
get it by re-enlisting? Answer: (1) No; as you were not on 
active duty status when the act of May 18, 1920, was ap- 
proved, you were not entitled to back pay increase from Jan- 
uary to May. (2) No; you would come under the pay rates 
of the act of June 4, 1920; with temporary twenty per cent. 
increase until June 30, 1922, from date of your re-enlistment.
